The 
American-dyed Otter, the English-dyed Seal- 
skin, and the German-dyed Persian Lamb 
skins are the best. America, however, sur- 
Passes all other nations in dressing the 
Pelts of natural furs. And as European 
furs are imported in the raw state free of 
duty, the American manufacturer can com- 
pete with the European. 


SKINS SHOULD BE 
DRESSED, 


It is important that all skins used for 
manufacturing be thoroughly dressed, and 
it is to be regretted that more attention 
is not paid to this important factor. Gar- 
ments made from properly cured and 
dressed skins will wear well and retain 
their color and beauty, while garments 
made from poorly-dressed skins soon fade, 
shed the fur and get shabby-looking after 
being worn a short time.

lucked and also. dyed to look like seal, and 
S called China Seal. Coon skins are dyed 
to imitate Alaska Sable, and are called black 
Marten. Natural Muskrat is advertised as 
Brook Mink. Muskrat costs 10 to 20 cents, 
while the genuine Mink costs:from $1 to 
$4 per skin. It is to be regretted that mer- 
chants who advertise will not call things 
by theip right names,.

I believe in advertising. .{n..thig. rapid 
age unless one does advertise he will soon 
lose his identity im ‘the commercial world, 
but I’do not pay money for advertisements 
that are contrary to facts.

Seventh District 


The last blow to Hill and Hillism, to Shee- 
han and Sheehanism, to Tammany and 
Tammanyism, was delivered by the voters 
of the State yesterday. i 

The hitherto invincible leader of the De- 
mocracy, David B. Hill, the originator, gen- 
erator, and developer of the greatest and 
most despotic political machine the country 
has ever seen, and the Democratic candi- 
date for Governor of the State, was 
crushed beyond all semblance of recogni- 
tion. 

Levi P. Morton of Dutchess County, the 
Republican candidate for Governor, carried 
the State by a plurality of 143,000. 

A remarkable overturning when it is re- 
membered that in 1891 Flower carried the 
State by 47,835, and in 1892 President Cleve- 
land’s plurality was 45,518. 

The heaviest Democratic losses occurred 
in the counties where the strongest support 
was expected. New-York City, which was 
relied upon for anything from 60,000 to 
75,000, gave Hill less than 3,000. 

Gov. Flower carried New-York City by 
55,813 in 1891, and President Cleveland by 
76,300 in 1892. 

Great expectations were laid upon Kings 
County. Two years ago President Cleveland 
swept it with the unprecedented plurality of 
29,366, against 12,457 that Gov. Flower ob- 
tained the year before. 

This year the Democrats were paralyzed 
when the votes showed a plurality for Mr. 
Morton of 15,375. 

Even Erie County, as indicated in The 
Times dispatches of last week, thundered 
another protest against the methods that 
threatened its ruin by throwing a plurality 
of 10,500 against Senator Hill, who is re- 
garded up there as the discoverer of Will- 
iam F. Sheehan—that county in 1888 gave 
Mr. Hill a plurality of 2,500. 

His old county of Chemung, which in 1885 
favored him with a plurality of 1,335, and 
in 1888 of 1,000, disappointed his friends by 
giving him only 844. 

Charles T. Saxton of Wayne County, the 
Republican candidate for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, and Judge Albert Haight of Buffalo, 
the Republican candidate for Judge of the 
Court of Appeals, were elected by plurali- 
ties varying but slightly from Mr. Morton’s. 

Everett P. Wheeler, the candidate for 
Governor of the State Democracy, failed to 
poll the vote that was expected, his total 
strength, as shown by latest returns, reach- 
ing about 25,700. 

All along the line the wave of triumphant 
Republicanism rolled. 

The Republicans have carried the Legis- 
lature and for the first time since 1881 will 
control not only the Executive and the Leg- 
islature, but the Court of Appeals as well. 

The present delegation in Congress from 
this State consists of nineteen Democrats 
and fifteen Republicans. 

The delegation in the Fifty-fourth Con- 
gress will consist of twenty-nine Repub- 
licans and five Democrats—all the Democrats 
from New-York City. Not a Democratic 
member was elected north of the Harlem 
River. 

The Democrats elected are Franklin Bart- 
lett in the Seventh, James J. Waish in the 
Bighth, Harry Miner in the Ninth, William 
Sulzer in the Eleventh, and Col. George B. 
McClellan in the Twelfth. 

The defeated candidates in this city are 
Gen. Daniel Sickles, Amos J. Cummings, 
John Connelly, Jacob A. Cantor, and Will- 
iam Ryan in the annexed and Westchester 
district. 

But the result in the Assembly is unprec- 


edented ‘and surpasses, like the vote in the 
State, the expectations of the most sanguine 
Republican. 

The present Assembly consists of 76 Re- 
publicans and 52 Democrats. The Assembly 
of 1895, elected yesterday, will be composed 
of 100 Republicans and 28 Democrats. 

As the Senate which was elected last year 
is composed of nineteen Republicans and 
twelve Democrats, with one independent 
Democrat, Senator Bradley of Kings, the 
Republicans will control the Legislature of 
1894 by 79 on joint ballot. 

Last year the Republicans elected only 
three out of the thirty members from New- 
York. Yesterday they captured seventeen 
members. 

In Kings County, besides corralling all the 
five members of Congress, the Republicans 
elected twelve out of the eighteen members 
of Assembly. 

From the meagre returns aready in from 
different parts of the State, the new Con- 
stitution, including the canal and appor- 
tionment amendments has been carried by 
an overwhelming majority.

Hill Loses Albany County by 1,000—He 
Declines to Talk About the Result. 


ALBANY, Nov. 6.—Albany County, which 
gave Cleveland 2,700 plurality two years 
ago, went about 1,000 against Hill to-day, 
and elected the entire county ticket, which 
includes Sovthwick for Congress and three 
Republican members of Assembly—Bloom- 
ingdale in the First, Keenholz in the Sec- 
ond, and Ablett in the Fourth. Teneyck, 
Democrat, is elected in the Third. 

Gov Flower left here this morning for 
New-York City. After voting there he re- 
turned to this city and, with Senator Hill, 
received the returns in the Executive Cham- 
ber. There were also present Elliot Dan- 


forth, Col. T. S.. Williams, and Col. John 
S. McEwan. About 9 o’clock John Boyd 
Thacher eame in with measured tread. 

Senator Hill would see no newspaper re- 

orters, and sent word to all inquiries that 

e had nothing to say just yet, and that he 
had conceded nothing. 

BUFFALO, Nov. 6.—In Erie County Mor- 
ton’s plurality, with a few districts missing, 
is 10,586, Saxton’s is 9,277, and Haight’s is 
9,561. Wheeler’s vote is 997 in the county. 

Rowland B. Mahany (Rep.) is elected to 

Congress from the Thirty-second District 
by about 450. Charles Daniels is re-elected 
from the Thirty-third District by 8,000 ma- 
ority.

The Democratic plurality in the present 
House is almost 100, the Republicans 
having only 126 members. The Republican 
plurality in the Fifty-fourth Congress will 
be at least 70, and it may reach 90. 

The .Populists have not held their own, 
and may be reduced by late returns to less 
than half a dozen members. 

Among the members of the Fifty-third 
Congress whose defeat is of greatest inter- 
est in consequence of their prominence is 
Representative Wilson of West Virginia. 
Representative Breckinridge of Kentucky is 
succeeded by a Republican. 

Mr. Springer of Illinois is also beaten by 
a Republican. 

The Republicans not only elect a large 
majority of the members of the House, but 
also carry more than a majority of States 
by delegations, thus securing not only the 
control of the House and the chance to re- 
elect Mr. Reed Speaker, but the possibility 
of selecting a President of the United States 
if the candidate of 1896 should fail to re- 
ceive a majority of the vote in the Electoral 
College. 

The Fifty-fourth Congress will be Repub- 
lican by something like 70 majority, and if 
later returns from the Western States are 
of the character of those reported by the 
East the majority will exceed 90. The re- 
ports from all sections are of Democratic 
losses, and the Republican hope of success- 
ful invasion of the South has been rewarded 
by unusual gains in that section, notably 
in Maryland and Kentucky. The majority 
of the Republicans will undoubtedly be in- 
creased by the settlement in Congress of 
many contests by Southern Republican can- 
didates.

On 
March 3, 1895, the terms of 30 Senators will 
expire. Of these 30 outgoing Senators 14 are 
Democrats andl6are Republicans. The terms 
of 29 Senators will expire in 1897, and the 
terms of 26 others :un until 1899. As three 
States are in part unrepresented, the va- 
cancies are classified with the list of Sena- 
tors in the class of 1899.

The Rev. Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst, whose 
unceasing labors have been in thedirection of 
municipal reform, was in high spirits last 
night.

‘“*f am more than gratified. I had expect- 
ed that the people of the City of New-York 
would record their condemnation of Tam- 
many Hall. But I did not expect, even in 
my most sanguine moments, to see such a 
manifestation of opposition to Tammany’s 
corrupt metheds. It is surely a good sign 
when Democrats, many of whom I am per- 
sonally acquainted with, unite with citizens 
of other political persuasions to purify the 
atmosphere of the city.

The Governor-elect Says a Few 


Words and Receives Congratulations. 


RHINECLIFF, N. Y., Nov. 6..Shortly be- 
fore noon Mr. Morton was driven to Rhine- 
beek Town Hall and voted in the First 
District. Then he returned home and 
passed the afternoon quietly with his fam- 
ily and callers, In the evening he received 
the returns in the billiard room.

In response to repeated requests for a 
word on the result of the election which 
came from many sources, Mr. Morton at 
10 o’clock this evening made the following 
reply through the United Press: 

“ff aecept the result of to-day’s election 
as the protests of the people of the Empire 
State against false theories and practices in 
Federal and State Government and the con- 
demnation of official corruption in New- 
York City. I am profoundly sensible of the 
high honor conferred upon me by the citi- 
zens of this great. State and of the grave 
responsibilities which will deyolve upon me 
as the result of their action.” 

Hundreds of personal telegrams came to 
Rhinecliff, where they were telephoned to 
Mr. Morton, the private wire being kept 
hot with the returns. Among others were 
these: 

William McKinley sent these words from 
Columbus, Ohio: ‘‘ Hearty congratulations 
on your.unprecedented victory, which will 
be hailed with joy by Republicans every~ 
where.”’ 

From Elmira, Fassett sent this: ‘‘ Please 
accept my hearty congratulations and best 
wishes for your administration.”

BROADWAY FILLED WITH CROWDS. 


Tammany’s Defent Received with En- 
thusiasm by a Shouting Multitude, 


Pandemonium reigned on upper Broad- 
way last night. From Twenty-third Street 
to Thirty-fourth Street was an almost solid 
mass of men and boys who only needed the 
slightest pretext for breaking into wild 
cheers and hurrahs. 

At the juncture of Broadway and Twenty- 
third Street the mob was the greatest seen 
in that part of the eity since the night in 
1884 when the news flashed over the wires 
that Mr. Cleveland was elected President. 

The crowd stood very patiently and waited 
until the returns were .sshown on the large 
dead wall. at the juncture of the two thor- 


oughfares. 

In front of the Fifth Avenue Hotel and 
in the corridors the crowd surged and 
swayed, all the time cheering for Strong 
and Goff, Morton and Saxton. 

Brooms were very much in evidence, and 


tin horns made the night hideous with their 
resounding shrieks. 

At the St. James Hotel the crowd was, if 
anything, greater than at the Fifth Avenue. 
Most of the bodkmakers who had placed 
large sums of money on the results of the 
election were at this place, and some of 
them seemed much depressed. 

In nearly all the Broadway theatres the 
election returns were read from the stage 
and were received with the wildest enthusi- 
asm. 

-At Thirty-fourth Street and Broadway 
the crowds were as dense as lower down 
on Broadway, and, if anything, more en- 
thusiastic. In front of the up-town offices 
of the different mewspapers, on Upper 
Broadway, the crowds. were so large that 
it. was with the greatest difficulty that the 
cable -cars could make any ~headway.

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Returns I:dieate that They Elected 
Fourteen Out of Eighteen Assem- 
blymen and at Least Three Super- 
visors—They Claim Also a Sweep 
for the Constitutional Amendments 


—Machine Democrats Buried and 


Reformers Were Weak. 


There was a Republican landslide in 
Brooklyn yesterday. 

Morton’s plurality over Hill, 15,375. 

The Republicans carried everything. The 
machine Democrats were buried, and not 
even the reform ticket, on which so much 
of hope was centred, was able to stem the 
tide. 

The Republicans carried their city and 
county ticket, and they carried all five 
Congressional districts. 

The returns indicated-at midnight that the 
Republicans had elected fourteen out of 
eighteen Assemblymeh, and elected at least 
three Republican Supervisors; The Re- 
publicans claimed also a sweep for all the 
Constitutional amendments. 

No figures were obtainable on the vote on 
eonsolidation. P 

Benjamin F. Blair, the Chairman of the 
Republican. General Committee, was at the 
Union League Club most. of the. evening. 
The majority of the big Republican lead- 
ers were there, and the elubhouse was in a 
blaze of illumination. The Republicans held 
a’ carnival within. They were exulted be- 
yond measure by the success of their 
party. 

Chairman Blair said: ‘“ This is a splen- 
did and overwhelming victory for Repub- 
licanism. It is a vindication of the tariff 
policy of our party. It is a condemnation 
of free trade and Democratic so-called 
tariff reform. We have swept Brooklyn 
and Kings County. We have carried all 
of the five Congressional districts, have 
elected twelve out of eighteen Assembly- 
men, have added at least three Republicans 
to the Board of Supervisors, and have car- 
ried the constitutional amendments.” 


At the regular Republican headquarters, - 


in the Johnson Building, Flatbush Avenue 
and Nevins Street, there was a slim crowd 
gathered to hear the returns read. Ex- 
State Senator S. M. Griswold was the pre- 
siding genius of the returns: Despite the 
news, he looked solemn. All of the 
Republicans there looked solemn. They 
seemed dazed by the landslide and slow to 
realize that they had won. Even when the 


news of the Republican sweep was con- 
clusive they cheered in a half-hearted way 
and acted as if they doubted the accuracy 
of the returns. 

Arrangements had been made to bulletin 
the returns on a transparency outside the 
Republican headquarters, and a few figures 
were displayed there, but the rope broke 


that held up the corner of the canvas and, 


the Republicans took in their lantern and 
left the crowd in the dark. 

At the Reform Democratic headquarters 
in Montague Street, about 100 persons were 
gathered to hear the returns. The figures 
that came in were discouraging, and at 10 
o’clock the reform experts had calculated 
their local ticket had not polled over 20,000 
votes at the outside. All of the reform 
leaders expressed surprise and regret at 
the showing made by. them local ticket, 
but few of them were willing to be quoted. 

Mr. Shepard, George Foster Peobody, 
Charles J. Patterson, A. Augustus Healy, 
and -Charles J. Edwards staid at the head- 
quarters until a late hour. 

Mr. Shepard smiled grimly, but had little 
to say. 

“Hill has produced this result,” was the 
sententious comment. 

“Wheeler has fallen somewhat behind 
my expectations in Brooklyn, but he has 
got more votes than I thought he would 
get up the State.” F 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Henry 
Tonge said:- “I do not understand the re- 
sult.” 

Internal Revenue Collector A. Augustus 
Healy said: “‘ The reform ticket got in the 
way of a Republican landslide. That is all 
I can figure from the result,’ 

The machine Democratic headquarters in 
the Thomas Jefferson Building were devoid 
of light after 8 o'clock. In an inner room 
Chairman James D. Bell of the General 
Committee was reading the returns to a few 
of thé discongolate lesser lights. <A big 
white transparency had been spread across 
the side of the Hall of Records, opposite 
machine Democratic headquarters, but no 
returns were shown on it. A policeman 
guarded the door to headquarters, and only 
the trusty few were admitted. 

Chairman Bell conceded at 8 o’clock that 
everything was lost. An hour later he was 
doubly sure and said so. He took it good 
naturedly, though inclined to indulge -in 
sarcasm. 

** Everybody around the Democratic hori- 
zon,”’ he said, *“‘ seems to have been swept 
out of sight. 

‘* Outside of purely local causes, and the op- 
position of the President to the Democratic 
State ticket, we seem to have been caught 
in a maelstrom of opposition to Democracy. 

“In New-York the terrible exposures of 
the Lexow committee’ have contributed to 
the result. 

‘* Here, local dissensions contributed. The 
people at large, however, have apparently 
expressed their disagreement with the policy 
of the National Government. 

“That does not alter my opinion of our 
policy. We have simply got to pull to- 
gether. 

‘“‘T thought from the start the Wheeler 
ticket would not get less than 10,000 votes. 

“The local Democratic ticket, our own 
ticket, has run considerably behind. The 
Wheeler vote indicated the direct opposition 
of Democrats to Hill. This opposition comes 
from those who take their inspiration from 
President Cleveland. 

“The defeat of the regular Democrats in 
Brooklyn means the absolute retirement of 
all the ancient people that have led the 
party and have compelled it to go to defeat. 
I mention no names. 

“That is ali there is about it, and the 
sooner these people wake up to the fact 
the better it will be for them. Their coffins 
have been ordered. 

“The Democrats here will simply have to 
get together. I don’t lay the blame for this 
on the reformers, or on anybody. Harmony 
cidn’t come our way. That’s all I can say. 

“There must, however, be confidence and 
no dictation in local ranks. I won’t stand 
dictation from Mr. Shepard, and I don’t be- 
lieve he wants to dictate.”’ 

Mayor Schieren went to Republican head- 
quarters at 9 o’clock and listened for awhile 
to the returns. He received an ovation, and 
was escorted home in triumph by a large 
delegation of the Young Republican Club. 

The Mayor made a brief speech at head- 
quarters, in which he said he had simply 
oases duty as Mayor and was glad of the 
result.

The Mayor-EFlect Declares He Does 
Not Consider His Election a Per- 
sonal Victory, but the People’s Tri- 
umph for Good, Clean, Honest Gov- 
ernment—Ex-Mayor Grant Makes a 


Statement—Scenes While the Re- 


turns Were Coming In. 


There was a greater crowd at Police 
Headquarters last night than has been seen 
there on election night for many years.

He did not remair after the result was 
known, and Mr, Martin closed up his room 
and left much earlier than has been the cus- 
tom with him on election nights. 

Commissioner Sheehan was not at Police 
Headquarters during the day or evening. 
He conducted the campaign in the _ Thir- 
teenth Assembly District from the Pequod 
Club. 

Before leaving Police Headquarters ex- 
Mayor Grant gave out the following state- 
ment: 

I am defeated. On the retirement 
Straus I felt it to be my duty to, the Democratic 
Party to accept its nomination for Mayor of 
this city. I made my canvass on Democratic 
issues, and have gone down with the party. The 
principles of the party are essential to the life 
of the Republic. Victories will be won in the 
future, as they have been in the past. It is 
the duty of all Democrats to present a solid 
front to the common enemy. Democrats never 
work as well together as in the hour of defeat. 
All differences will be laid aside, and the Demo- 
eratic vote of this city will be preserved as the 
cornerstone of Democracy for the Presidential 
contest of 1896. 


The arrangements made by M. R. Bren- 
man, Superintendent of Police Telegraph, 
for receiving the election returns were dif- 
ferent in many respects from those in for- 
mer years. All the police stations were 
connected with Police Headquarters by tel- 
ephone, and the figures were sent direct 
over the wires from the stations immediate- 
iy upon being received from the polling 
places. In this way much time was saved. 

The returns for the Bureau of Elections 
were taken to the elevated railroad stations 
at Houston Street and the Bowery and 
Bleecker Street and South Fifth Avenue by 
policemen and conveyed thence to Head- 
quarters by mounted policemen. 
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REJOICING BY THE SEVENTY. 


Mr. Strong Makes a Speech—Plans for 
Future Work Outlined. 


The Committee of Seventy knew pretty 
certainly that its ticket had been victorious 
shortly after dark. There was rejoicing of 
@ non-partisan sort. Democrats and Re- 
publicans shook hands with each other, 
threw their hats in the air, cheered, and 
shouted because Tammany had been de- 
feated. 

The headquarters of the Seventy, at 39 
East Twenty-third Street, was ablaze with 
enthusiasm. Crowds gathered about the 
place. From time to time cheers from the 
Seventy’s building were answered by other 
cheers from the headquarters of the State 
Democracy across the street, at 28 East 
Twenty-third Street. Many of the victori- 
ous candidates were at the Seventy’s head- 
quarters, and many members of the com- 
mittee and prominent members of the Good 
Government Club were there. 

There was not a single bulletin or report 
from an election district that was unfavora- 
ble to the reform ticket. It was the same 
thing over and over. Some Bowery dis- 
tricts which had gone for Hill by a slight 
plurality had been carried for the Strong- 
Goff ticket, and the enthusiasm over these 
districts was greater than over any others. 

William Travers Jerome, the campaign 
manager, read the bulletins. Henry R. 
Beekman, Edward J. H. Tamsen, John W. 
Goff, Dr. Emil Horeber, of the candidates, 
were at the headquarters early, although 
not ail remained. Others who were in the 
committee’s rear room were Chairman La- 
rocque, Charles C. Beaman, James Speyer, 
Simon Sterne, the Rev. Dr. Charles H. 
Parkhurst, the Rev. Father Ducey, James 
P. Archibald, W. Harris Roome, and Will- 
iam B. Hornblower. 

Later in the evening Mr. Strong called at 
headquarters and was almost carried over 
the heads of his enthusiastic admirers. He 
made a short speech. 

John W. Goff came to the headquarters 
early in the evening. A few builetins had 
begun to come in at that time, and he went 
into the private room of the telegraph oper- 
ator and read such dispatches as were at 
hand. Evidently the beginning was satis- 
factory, for presently he came out smiling. 

“ What have you to say?” he was asked. 

“I do not think I need to say anything,” 
he replied. ‘I’ve been having a holiday to- 
day, and have enjoyed the sensation. I’m 

oing up to a restaurant now to eat a 

eviled bone for dinner,’ he added, and 
‘went away. 

Mr. Tamsen said, a little after 8 o’clock, 
that he thought there could be no doubt 
that he was elected Sheriff. 

‘The people have voted and have defeated 
the politicians,’’ said Mr. Tamsen. ‘I be- 
lieve that the members of the German- 
American Reform Union to the number of 
60,000 voted solidly for the anti-Tammany 
ticket. The people may expect the Sheriff’s 
office to be conducted according to the 
principles which have been laid down dur- 
ing the campaign. It will be conducted on 
a non-partisan business basis.”’ 

Henry R. Beekman, the Seventy’s candidate 
for Judge of the Superior Court, was at 
hea@quarters all the evening.

There was a cheer, and Dr. Parkhurst 
stepped over and shook hands with Mr. 
Jerome, Mr. Speyer, and one or two others. 
He looked as if he enjoyed listening while 
the bulletins were read. He asked for a}l 
the bulletins, and said if no one objected 
he would like to take them up stairs, where, 
he thought, there was some one who would 
like to hear them.

the chair in the corner where 
sitting, and remarked: 

‘I think I'll go home. One hundred thou- 
sand seems to be enough.” 

Asked about the local result, Mr. Horn- 
blower said: 

‘It is easy to see how we all feel. It is a 
very great gratification to the members of 
the Committee of Seventy that the people 
of New-York have so emphatically support- 
ed their efforts for good government and 
honesty in city affairs. It shows that the 
American people are all right.” 

The returns came rapidly, and as each 
bulletin came in, the enthusiasm grew. It 
had been a certainty for two hours, when it 
was suggested that a committee be sent to 
hunt up Mr. Strong. He had been expected 
at the headquarters, to receive the returns, 
but he did not arrive. It was learned that 
he was at his home, where the returns were 
taken to him. Two or three members of the 
committee went to his house, and brought 
him to the headquarters, reaching the place 
about 9:30 o’clock. 

There was loud cheering outside when the 
carriage stopped, and Mr. Strong alighted. 
He hurried through the crowd, and into the 
rear room cf the headquarters. Members 
of the committee rushed to him and over- 
whelmed him with their congratulations. 

A few more bulletins were read, and then 
there were calls for a speech. 

Mr. Strong hesitated a minute and then 
made what some called ‘“‘the best speech 
he has made during the campaign.” 

He held his hat and cane in one hand, and 
rested the other upon the back of a chair. 

‘“‘Gentlemen,”’ he said, ‘‘ the people of the 
City of New-York have achieved a great 
victory over corruption, and I believe this 
victory will extend all over the United 
States. I doub* if there is a city in the 
Union that is not burning bonfires to-night 
over this victory. 

“The great beauty of it is, it is not a 
victory for any party, but of the people. 
All party affiliations have been thrown aside 
with a view to wiping out the existing City 
Government. 

“ A great battle has been fought. I think 
this has been the most exciting contest 
ever seen in th’s city. There has not been 
so large a vote as on some occasions, per- 
haps, but that was because we were not 
given places by our enemies in which to 
cast our votes. If in some of the up-town 
districts there had-been four or five more 
polling places we would have received 
our whole registration, except, possibly, 5 
per cent. 

‘But we have done well enough. We 
have given expression to the voice of the 
people, and that voice comes in thunder 
tones. 

‘““Now the work is to be done—in the 
future. You must all understand that we 
must carry ovt the principles laid down in 
our platform. 

‘We must hew to the line, or the Tiger 
will return to his den. By the help of 
God, and with your help, I will do all I 
-_ to carry out that platform to the let- 
er.”’ 

Mr. Strong was frequently applauded as 
he spoke. 

After Mr. Strong left the headquarters the 
following statement was given out on be- 
half of the Committee of Seventy. 

The work of the Committee of Seventy is not 
yet completed. Its members have labored ardu- 
ously in the attempt to overthrow Tammany 
and gain for New-York City an honest govern- 
ment, but its activity will not cease with the 
counting of the vote.

The foregoing is a true extract from the 
minutes of meeting named.

“IMMENSE,” SAYS MR. PLATT. 


Wild Enthusiasm at the Republican 
Headquarters. 


Thomas C. Platt made the following state- 
ment on the result of the election to a re- 
porter for The New-York Times last night: 

“The victory is simply immense. It is 
paralyzing. New-York greets Maine. It is 
to be sincerely hoped that this triumph 
may not be wasted by dissensions and by 
differences among the friends of political 
reform and Republican protection.” 

Charles W. Hackett, Chairman of the Re- 
publican State Committee, gave his opinion 
at midnight as follows: 

“This big victory indicates that the people 
have risen against the ruinous policy of the 
Democratic Party. The workingmen have 
recognized their enemy and have spoken in 
vigorous protest against the Democracy. 
David B. Hill has been signally rebuked for 
his theft of the State Senate. The defeat of 
Tammany Hall is a victory for good govern- 
ment over corruption. The people have un- 
questionably expressed their desire for a 
change at Washington, Albany, and in 
New-York. The result does not surprise 
me. It was to be expected.’’ 

He also paid a tribute to Superintendent 
Byrnes and the generally efficient work of 
the police. 

Parlor D R in the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
the Republican headquarters, was crowded 
last night with enthusiastic Republicans. 
They had met for the purpose of hearing 
the election returns read, but that the re- 
sult should be so eminently satisfactory to 
them had probably not been anticipated by 
any man in the room. 

John I. Davenport read off the returns in 
a clear, loud voice. Seated near him, be- 
hind a long row of tables, were Chairman 
Charlies W. Hackett, John Sabine Smith, 
John S. Kenyon, ex-Assemblyman Lucullus 
L. Van Alen, Cornelius Van Cott, Reuben 
Fox, Dwight Lawrence, John C. Reid, Al- 
fred Conkling, Oliver Sumner Teall, 
others of lesser note. 

The pleasant smiles at the first news 
broadened into grins later on, and before 
midnight the crowd had cheered itself 
noarse with joy. It was a rather unruly but 
mighty good-natured assembly. 

The first returns from the city were to the 
effect that Morton had a plurality over Hill 
of 158 in 140 districts.

THE OBITUARY RECORD. 


Philip Gilbert Hamerton. 

Philip Gilbert Hamerton, the essayist and 
art critic, died in London yesterday. In the 
view of artists, his work was common- 
Place, but it was popular and had many 
good qualities. 

He was born at Laneside, near Shaw, in 
Lancashire, Sept. 10, 1834. His father was 
a solicitor in'Shaw and cadet of an ancient 
Yorkshire family, the Hamertons of Helli- 
field Peel and Hollins. He was educated at 
Burnley and Doncaster Grammar Schools, 
and prepared for Oxford by private tutors. 
A taste for landscape painting kept him 
from trying to enter the university.. He 
studied painting, instead of preparing for 
examination; wrote a series of articles on 


“Rome in 1849” for The Historic Times, 
published a book on heraldry, and in 1855 
gave a volume of verses, ‘“ The Isles of 
Loch Awe and Other Poems,”’ with sixteen 
illustrations by the author. Then he went 
to Paris to become a painter and to study 
French literature. 

In 1857 he settled at Loch Awe, but re- 
turned to France in 1861 to reside, at first 
at Sens and later at Autun, producing in 
the former place pictures and in the latter 
frequent contributions to The Fine Arts 
Quarterly Review and to The Fortnightly 
Review, then edited by Mr. Lewes. From 
1866 to 1868 he was art critic of The Satur- 
day Review. 

In 1868 he published “‘ Etching and Etch- 
ers,’’ a critical and practical treatise on the 
art of Sone and its masters, illustrated 
with plates that have given a high biblio- 
graphical value to the work. he same 
year appeared his ‘‘ Contemporary French 
Painters,” and in 1869 ‘* Painting in France 
After the Decline of Classicism.” Then he 
published ‘‘ Wenderholme,” a novel, and 
planned the excellent art review, The Port- 


folio, 

In 1873 was published ‘‘ The Intellectual 

Life,” a safe guide for young men, by which 
he became famous. e published in 1876 
‘““Round My House,”’ personal observations 
of French rural life and character; in 1875, 
anonymously, ‘‘ Marmorne,”’ a novel, which 
was successful, and has been reprinted by 
Tauchnitz; in 1878, ‘‘ Modern Frenchmen,” 
studies of eminent men. 
In 1882 he published ‘‘ The Graphic Arts,” 
the sub-title of which was ‘‘'A Treatise on 
the Varieties of Drawing, Painting, and En- 
graving, in Comparison with Each Other 
and with Nature.” In 1884 he published a 
volume of essays on ‘‘ Human Intercourse ’”’ 
and a sumptuous work on “ Landscape.’”’ In 
Boston, in 1882, a collection of his works 
was published in ten volumes. He was a 
Membre Protecteur of the Belgian Etching 
Club and an honorary member of the So- 
ciety of Painter-Etchers, and the French 
Government conferred upon him the univer- 
sity decoration of Officier d’ Académie. 

In 1886 he made a voyage on the whole 

navigable length of the River Sadne in a 
boat, and describes his experience in a mon- 
ograph, illustrated by him and Mr,. Joseph 
Pennell. In 1887 he published a treatise on 
‘“‘TImagination in Landscape Painting ’’; in 
1888, ‘‘ Portfolio Papers’’ in 1889, ‘‘ French 
and English; a Comparison,’’ wherein he 
cleverly explained differences in the two na- 
tions by saying that the French point of 
view was always aesthetical and the Eng- 
lish always ethical. 
He wrote in French a biography of Tur- 
ner, which was published in a series of 
monographs on ‘Les Artistes Célébres,” 
and a series of articles for The Journal de 
la Marine on the construction of double 
boats. He was a frequent contributor to 
the American reviews and magazines. 


Charles B. Jennings. 


Charles B. Jennings, one of the most 
prominent residents of the old town of Flat- 
bush, now the Twenty-ninth Ward of Brook- 
lyn, died at his home in Tennis Court yes- 
terday morning. He was born in this city 
in 1854. He was graduated from the Col- 


lege of the City of New-York and read law 
in the office of Crory & Weller. He was 
admitted to the bar when twenty-two years 
old. 

He was an organizer of the Flatbush 
Co-operative and Loan Association, a mem- 
ber of Kings County Lodge No. 511, F. and 
A. M., and also of the Midwood and Knick- 
erbocker Field Clubs. He leayes a wife and 
three children.

GRANT'S FOLLOWERS WENT HOME 
MOURNFUL EARLY AT NIGHT. 


But Printing House Square Was 
Filled with Enthusiastic Strong 
and Goff Crowds-—-Scenes Around 
The New-York Times’s Bulletins— 


Men, Women, and Boys from Ali 


Parts of the City—College Students 
Out in Force. 


The few Tammany men in Printing House 
Square last night watching the election bul- 
letins put out by the newspapers were par- 
alyzed very early in the proceedings. 

They did not get a chance to shout once, 
and when bulletin after bulletin was issued 
showing the wreck to be worse and worse, 
they turned sorrowfully homeward, leaving 
the field to the reform shouters. 

And how the reformers and the Repub- 
licans did improve the opportunity! Some 
one said: 

“The Democrats are wearing fur coats all 
over the State.’’ 

‘Hooray for Morton! Wow! Hooray!” 
was the answer from a thousand lusty 
throats. 

““What’s the matter with Hill?” asked 
a voice in the outskirts, with mock anxiety. 

“ Hooray for Morton! Wow! Hooray!” 
came the answering shout again. 

Then they began to jump on the tiger. 

“Is Strong in it?” 

“ Well, I guess.’’ 

“ Der tiger is froze stiff,’ yelled a shrill, 
piping voice. 

Figures were posted on The New-York 
Times’s bulletin showing Goff far in the lead 
for Recorder, and the crowd went wild. 

“Hurrah! hurrah! Goff! Goff! Hurrah 
for Goff! ’’ the shout went up, until it might 
have been heard clear to Harlem. 

“Say, what’s the matter with Tam- 
many?” 
“Oh! 
unison. 
A lonely-looking policeman struggled 
mournfully through the lane left by a pass- 
ing street car. Instantly the crowd turned 

on him with offers of condolence. 

“Say, d’ye want er pushcart?”’ asked one 
sympathetic citizen. 


“What yer goin’ ter do fer’a livin’?”’ de- 
manded another. 


** Move on out er this,”’ derisively shouted 
a third. 


“ 'Ye’ll have ter get offen der earth. See?”’ 
declared his neighbor, 

“Cheese it, cully; de cop!” piped a tiny 
newsboy. ‘“ Goff’s comin’!” 

And the minion of the law, once so proud 
and haughty, bore it all, never offering a 
single remonstrance, and not so much as 
even cuffing the small newsboy who planted 
himself squarely in his way with every 
show of defiance. 

It was a crowd that Had helped on the 


revolution, and it was bound to let the fact 
be known. The people came from all parts 
of the city; from the east side and the 
west side; from Harlem and the Battery, 
and they carried the stamp of their respec- 
tability in their faces and their clothing. It 
was different from the crowds usually in 
Printing House Square on election nights 
when Tammany has swept the city. There 
must have been something in the air to 
warn the disciples of the tiger that it was 
not their night for shouting, and they re- 
mained away. 

The crowd began to gather at 6 o’clock. 
It had grown to —o proportions by 7 
o’clock, and at 8 o’clock Printing House 
Square was so solidly packed that the 
street cars could only pass through with 
the greatest difficulty. New vecruits ar- 
rived every hour, until the crowd extended 
well into City Hall Park toward Broadway. 

A noticable feature of the gathering was 
the presence of many well-dressed women, 
most of them decorated with small flags, 
and al] intensely interested in the bulletins 
Gieplayes. 

The small boys and the college students 
were also very much in evidence, the latter 
traveling in obstreperous bands, waking the 
echoes on fish horns, and between blasts 
shouting for Strong and Goff with the best 
of them. 

Enterprising peddlers selling fish horns, 
small brooms for buttonhole use, and flags, 
did a flourishing business, and the news- 
boys sold papers as fast as they could pull 
them out. 

About the statue of Franklin in the centre 
of Printing House Square the crowd was 
particularly thick, and it was practically 
impossible to force a passage at this point. 

he particular attractions at this point 
were The New-York Times bulletins and 
stereopticon pictures. The bulletins, by 
means of a special system of signalling, 
gave the latest news almost at the instant 
of its reception over special telegraph and 
telephone wires that led directly into the 
editorial rooms of The Times. The colored 
eartoons that served to illustrate many of 
the bulletins were received by the crowd 
with wild cheers of approval. 

When the news came that the entire re- 
form ticket was elected in the county, a 
picture showing an alligator in the act of 
swallowing an exceedingly nervous youn 
darky raised the enthusiasm of the crow 
to a high pitch. The jaws of the alligator 
worked in a most ominous manner, giving 
a grim illustration of the fate that awaits 
the Tammany men who have been violating 
the criminal laws so long with impunity. 

There were four sets of bulletins and car- 
toons changing all the time, and the men in 
the wagon from which the figures and pict- 
ures were flashed on the big canvas 
stretched across The Times Building worked 
like Trojans. : 

On the bulletin board this query was pro- 
pounded about 9:30 o’clock: 

‘““Who’s your candidate for President?” 

Underneath was the one word: 

“ Cleveland? ” 

This was received with cheers. 

Then came: 

** Harrison?’’ and the crowd yelled itself 
hoarse. 

*McKinley?”’ got even a warmer recep- 
tion, but the people received the suggestion 
“Tom Platt’ with funereal silence. 

Not long afterward came a bulletin that 
carried the men and women fairly off their 
feet. It read: 

“ Boss McLaughlin has gone to bed. The 
lights are all out in the house.” 

it the “‘ Boss’ was not too soundly asleep 
he mugt have heard the shouts and laughter 
that went up over this information. 

The result of the election was made mani- 
fest so early in the evening that it might 
have been supposed the people would not 
have lingered much after 9 o’clock. But 
they evidently could not get enoygh of a 
good thing, and many of them remained 
until midnight.

GLOOM AT TAMMANY HALL. 


The Braves Hardly Able to Realize 
the Magnitude of the Defeat. 


The night on which the Tiger was slain 
will be long memorable in his Fourteenth 
street lair. In the Wigwam there is no joy.

Park Commissioner Ed- 
ward Bell received the figures. Police Jus- 
tice Grady tabulated and computed them. 
Ex-Commissioner of Street Cleaning Thomas 
S. Brennan looked on in sorrow and dismay. 


Ex-Register John Reilly read off a few of 
the first ures, then got up, bowed to his 
friends and said good day. 

Many of the old-time faces were not to be 
seen. Recorder Smyth, who for years has 
watched the returns as they came into 
Tammany Hall, was not present. Richard 
Croker, of course, was absent. Ex-Mayor 
Grant, Mayor Gilroy, and most of the oth- 
ers got their returns elsewhere. 

.The contest was given up fifteen minutes 
after the returns gan to come in, and 
they started to pour in heavily soon after

People swarmed in and out of the hall. 
Outside hundreas of newsboys yelled the 
extras that told of Tammany’s defeat. 
Bayne’s Band pla;ed popular airs while the 
dispiriting intelligence came in. But it was 
hard to Keep tne crowd still. Returns were 
held back because there was no cheering 
news to give out. 

There were catcalls and jeers at the 
speakers in the hall. Chairman Crain re- 
ceived much advice from the audience, but 
nothing could be done up to the time that 
the lights were put out to cheer the hearts 
of Tammany’s followers. 


THE RETURNS IN WASHINGTON, 


Sent to the President from the White 
House by Telephone. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—For a disfran- 
chised city Washington has displayed a 
wonderful interest in the result of to-day’s 
election. It is doubtful if a Presidentia: 
contest would have aroused the people more 
or given Pennsylvania Avenue a more ex- 
cited crowd than it held to-night. Old 
timers say that they have never before seen 


the Washington people so hungry for elec- 
tion news. 

The leading local papers displayed the re- 
turns in front of their offices, and people 
were so plentiful that the cable cars were 
operated with great difficulty. When the 
fact of the Republican landslide became 
known the Reaencans set up a howl of 
joy,.and as the returns from New-York 
State were given great prominence, the tur- 
moil steadily increased. 

Preparations had been made by both 
Congressional Committees to receive the 
news, and arrangements had been perfected 
with the Western Union Company to send 
the returns to the White House. The Presi- 
dent went to his country home, as usual, 
after the Cabinet meeting, leaving his pri- 
vate secretary to entertain those members 
of the Cabinet who desired to avail them- 
selves of the privilege of hearing from the 
different States before retiring for the 
night. Mr. Carlisle, Mr. Herbert, and Mr. 
Smith were the only ones of the President's 
official family who joined Mr. Thurber. The 
telephone betwcen the White House and 
Woodley, the President’s country seat, was 
kept open,*and Mr. Cleveland was informed 
of the returns as they were received. 

Within an hour after the telegraph instru- 
ments began clicking those who had gath- 
ered at the Democratic Headquarters began 
to realize that they were to get but little 
comfort from the figures submitted, and 
one by one they departed, leaving finally 
but a few steadfast Democrats to keep 
Chairman Faulkner company. Mr. Faulk- 
ner had taken possession of a room in 
Wormley’s Hotel, adjoining the headquar- 
ters, and there each telegram was read by 
him, Mr. Faulkner showed by his manner 
quite early in the evening that he was dis- 
satisfied with the outlook, but he refused to 
concede that the Republicans had made the 
gains which they claimed. 

At the Republican headquarters there was 
great hilarity as the night advanced and 
the returns continued to show Republican 
gains. Chairman Babcock occupied a room 
on the second floor, where he received news- 
paper men and Republicans who had called 
to celebrate with him. Mr. Babcock had a 
Congressional list before him, which he 
busied himself in revising as the returns 
came in. When it became known that New- 
York would send to Washington a decidedly 
small Democratic delegation Mr. Babcock’s 
joy burst its bounds, and he-gave a good 
imitation of a man thoroughly pleased with 
himself and the world at large. Republic- 
ans continued to pour into the headquarters 
as the news of the day’s doings became 
known, and after a time all order was 
thrown to the wind, and congratulations 
were exchanged right and left. 

Mr. Faulkner continued to receive re- 
turns until 'ate, and the guard at his door 
refused to permit any newspaper men to 
enter At 12 o’clock Mr. Faulkner gave out 
this statement: 

“The indications seem to point to a Re- 
publican victory in the Congressional con- 
test, but the information which has come 
to me has not justified me in giving up the 
organization of the House by the Demo- 
crats. So far as Mr. Wilson’s district is 
concerned, I have received no information 
which would justify me in any other view 
than that he is elected. I have men at all 
the doubtful towns in his district who will 
telegraph me just as soon as the count is 
made. From none of these men have I re- 
ceived telegrams. I am satisfied that the 
count has not been completed. 

“In the Third and Fourth Congressional 
Districts of West Virginia I also have mes- 
sengers who_will telegraph me as soon as 
anything definite is known. In Ohio County 
there has been the most complete change 
that has ever occurred in the politics of 
that county. There has been a solid Demo- 
cratic majority there for ten years, and 
now it has gone 700 Republican. To a great 
extent the A. P. A. is responsible for this. 

‘If the reports I received from the press 
dispatches are correct, why, of course, it 
will be impossible for the Democrats to or- 
ganize the House. I have not received any 

ersonal information from Wisconsin or 
llinois. I understand that in Michigan it is 
conceded by our friends that the Republic- 
ans have carried the State, except two dis- 
tricts, which are in doubt. I have nothing 
to say regarding the cause of the Demo- 
cratic disaster.”’ 

At 11:30 o’clock to-night Mr. J. B. Bab- 
cock, the Chairman of the Republican Con- 
gressional Committee, telegraphed Mr. 
Apsley, the Vice Chairman of the commit- 
tee, at Boston, as follows: 

“The returns from Congressional dis- 
tricts are yet incomplete. We have carried 
twenty-four districts in New-York, three in 
West Virginia, three in Connecticut, three 
in Kentucky; defeated the’ free traders 
Johnson, in Ohio, and Wilson, in West Vir- 
ginia, and I estimate that we will control 
the next House by a much larger majority 
than the committee has predicted. We have 
also carried Wisconsin me not less than 
25,000 majority, and with it eight members 
of Congress. All the reports received up to 
this date indicate uniform Republican 
gains. I estimate that we will control the 
next House by 25 majority. 

‘““My returns thus far have been very 
meagre, but all the indications point to a 
larger representation. I figured on only 
twenty members in New-York. We shall 
have twenty-four at least. My estimate in- 
cluded one Republican from Kentucky. It 
now looks as if we would have three from 
that State. I claimed two Republican mem- 
bers in Connecticut. A dispatch from Mr. 
Benton, the Chairman of the State Central 
Committee, tells me that the Republicans 
have carried all four of the Connecticut dis- 
tricts. I am assured that we have elect- 
ed thirteen Congressmen in Massachusetts, 
where the committee’s greatest claim was 
eleven. In Ohio we have exceeded our esti- 
mate, and from —_—— appearances the 
results will be still more encouraging. In 
Wisconsin I estimated the election of seven 
Republicans. We shall get eight. I made 
no calculations on securing Representatives 
in Maryland, but my advices are that we 
have elected two. So it is going all along 
the line. From the limited intelligence re- 
ceived at headquarters I am certain that 
Mr. Wilson is defeated.”

New-Jersey elected eight Congressmen, eight 
State Senators, and a new Assembly.

TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 6.—The political 
cyclonic disturbance which seemed to be 
central in New-York City, was also violent 
in this State, where only Congressmen, 
members of Assembly, and six State Sena- 
tors were to be elected. The Legislature 
will elect a United States Senator to suc- 
ceed John R. McPherson. 

The Republicans have had everything 
their own way throughout the State. They 
not only gain five Congressmen, but by se- 
curing a majority of the members of the 
Assembly make certain the election of Gen. 
William J. Sewell to the United States Sen- 
ate. 

In this county (Mercer) the Republican 
Assemblymen, Wilber, Ginder, and Exton, 
will have an average majority of about 
3,000, and Gardner, the Republican candi- 
date for Congress in this, the Second, Dis- 
trict, will have about the same plurality 
over Haines.

THE DEFEAT OF HILL. 


David B. Hill has come late to his 
personal reckoning with the independent 
Democrats of New-York. Time after 
time, in disheartening succession, they 
have witnessed the triumph of his sys- 
tem of party politics. Year after year 
they have seen his fortunes advanced in 
an almost unbroken series of successes. 
And they have observed with dismay 
that his powers of intellect and his popu- 
larity, keeping step with his rise in poli- 
tics and expanding with his opportuni- 
ties, made him continually more formi- 
dable. Yesterday Mr. Hill and his system 
of politics were put to the supreme test, 
and they failed under it. Supported with 
undiminished enthusiasm by that class 
of Democratic electors to whom by his 
character and his career he has most 
directly appealed, strengthened, too, by 
a generous reinforcement of Democrats 
“not among his admirers, whom loyalty 
to party made loyal to him, he altogether 
failed to enlist the support of that intel- 
ligent, independent, and prevailing multi- 
tude whose suffrages constitute the vote 
of want of confidence that shifts power 
from one party to the other and adminis- 
ters to each in turn, usually at no long 
intervals, the penalty of defeat for prin- 
ciples abandoned or policies ill chosen. 


Never before have the voters of the 
State enjoyed the opportunity to vote 
upon the Hill issue with so little compli- 
cation, with so few hindrances to the 
just and intended conclusion, In 1882 
Hill’s inconspicuous figure attracted no 
attention as he was swept into the Lieu- 
tenant Governorship. In 1885 his ten 
months in office as Governor had so com- 
mended him to the distrust of those Dem- 
ocrats whose hopeful eyes saw the sun 
of a new Democracy rising in Mr. Cleve- 
land’s opening Administration, that he 
would have been defeated had not his 
opponent, Ira Davenport, been sacrificed 
to Republican factional jealousies. In 
1888 the Republicans, as their chief news- 
paper organ declared, were able to sell 
a Governorship for the Presidency. The 
repudiation of the snap convention’s 
work and the great Cleveland vote in 
1892 constituted a terrible repulse for Mr. 
Hill, but the blow was indirect. More 
terrible still was the repulse of 1893, when 
his instrument and accomplice was sent 
into oblivion by an adverse majority of 
100,000 votes. .But again the blow was 
indirect. Finally, Senator Hill in his own 
proper person once more challenged the 
people to pass judgment upon him. The 
time and the conditions were fortunately 
chosen. There was nothing to, becloud 
the issue his candidacy presented. No 
cross lights confused the vision of the 
voter. Mr. Hill was at the very height 
of his powers. His abilities, always 
great, but now trained and amplified by 
vigorous use in the broad arena of na- 
tional politics, made him the most inter- 
esting, the dominant figure of the con- 
He iilled the stage and held the 
public gaze. Few turned from him to see 
what his opponent was about. The Re- 
publican candidate’s lack of positive 
qualities and the distrust aroused by his 
too obvious dependence upon Platt were 
not the least of the factors favoring Mr. 
Hill. Finally, his tireless activity and 
the gallant fight he made compelled gen- 
eral admiration, while the candid and 
conciliatory tone of his utterances al- 
layed much of the old hostility and made 
it notably easier for pronounced anti- 
Hill Democrats to support their party in 
a year when they felt that it needed sup- 
port.

presages cf victory. 

Yet David B. Hill went to his bed last 
night under the humiliation of an appall- 
ing defeaf. The people have judged him, 
and their judgment is in itself a warrant 
of execution. Everything is lost—the 
Governorship, the Lieutenant Governor- 
ship, the Court of Appeals Judgeship, the 
Assembly, a majority of the Congression- 
al delegation. The rout is complete. Yet 
this is a great Democratic State, and 
Senator Hill has labored night and day 
for half a score of years to bring to its 
highest efficiency the machine that yes- 
terday carried him to his ruin, Is the 
demonstration convincing? Do the Hill 
Democrats still cherish a belief in the

They have been favored 
and pushed to the fore as though they 
were in all the New-York Democracy the 
only persons competent for the tasks and 
deserving of the rewards of politics; while 
Democrats holding different views, some 
of them very able and respectable men, 
indeed, though tainted with Cleveland- 
ism, have been contemptuously excluded 
from all participation in the constructive 
work ef the party. Surely these men 
can tell Mr. Hill what was the matter 
with him yesterday. They are practical 
politicians. They know the State and 
the party, Let them send for their Cap- 
tains of tens and fifties and hold the 
autopsy. 


Meanwhile, among Democrats who have 
been frequent critics and open opponents 
of Mr. Hill's methods there is not the 
slightest question as to the causes of his 
terrible defeat. They are as plain to the 
eye as the bright sun at noonday, yet no 
more clearly visible now than at the mo- 
ment of his nomination. On the morning 
after the Saratoga Convention The Times 
foreshadowed this disaster and told the 
reason when it declared that the Demo- 
cratic Party had lost a great opportu- 
nity, and made this comment on the 
work of the convention: 


“This is not politics, it is madness. In 
this year, when the set of the current is 
distinctly away from the Democratic Party, 
it has been the universal opinion that New- 
York could be carried only by a Democrat- 
ic candidate above faction and of great 
strength with the people. Mr. Hill is the 
embodiment of faction in its bitterest form, 
and the fate that befell his agent last year 
awakens the gravest forebodings as to the 
fate of the ticket now headed by him. 
* * * There is death and destruction for 
the party in this kind of management, It is 
unintelligent and unnatural. It dries up 
enthusiasm, weakens party attachments, 
and destroys the basis of party loyalty. 
The Times would not do its duty to the 
Democracy if it failed to denounce the work 
of this fonvention, begun in unusual hope- 
fulness 4nd ending in this act of incredible 
folly.”’ 

Senator Hill’s nomination did, indeed, 
weaken party attachments to the break- 
ing point. In the eyes of intelligent and 
independent Democrats he was not and 
could not be a fitting candidate or a 
worthy representative of the party, 
Themselves devoted to the central prin- 
ciple of the party’s policy, the reform of 
the tariff, they have lately seen him use 
all his great influence against the meas- 
ure that. embodied their hopes and as- 
pirations, obstructing its passage by 
speeches too able for so bad a cause and 
by compacts with the enemy too corrupt 
for any cause. Admirers of Mr. Cleve- 
land, they have seen Hill cheat New- 
York of a United States Supreme Court 
Judgeship because the men to whom it 
was successively offered by the Presi- 
dent, though of eminent fitness, were 
personally distasteful to him; and they 
have seen his revengeful pen strike from 
the confirmation lists of the Senate the 
names of dozens of Presidential ap- 
pointees for no other reason than that 
they were Cleveland men and not Hill 
men, From public and private sources 
they have heard that his customary dis- 
course concerning the President was 
charged with a sneering bitterness that 
not even the partisanship of George F. 
Hoar or William E. Chandler could sur- 
pass, And yet, opposing tariff reform, 
opposing the policies and the appoint- 
ments of the Democratic President, 
counting himself an enemy of the Presi- 
dent as the head of the Democratic 
Party, it has been his proverbial boast 
that he is a Democrat! 

Extending the review of Mr. Hill's 
career to a period anterior to his election 
as Senator, these voters found little to 
command approval in his achievements 
as Governor or politician. A scandalous 
succession of “ deals’? with Tammany, 
projects of reform legislation thwarted 
altogether or, like the Ballot act, maimed 
by engrafting ideas born of Hill’s ex- 
perience and necessities, measures of 
public moment shoved aside while ignoble 
private schemes were forwarded to frui- 
tion, Executive appointments and ma- 
chine-made nominations continually fall- 
ing to the lot of men whose subservience 
and unscrupulousness were the measure 
of their fitness—these were characteristic 
features of the seven years’ record. And 
in these years, with marvelous patience, 
industry, and skill, Gov. Hill built up a 
faction-breeding machine whose decisions 
misrepresented the party’s will and con- 
stantly put it to shame before the na- 
tional Democracy, 


We have no wish to add a feather’s 
weight to Senator Hill’s burden of bitter- 
ness. We know that he did not seek the 
nomination for Governor, and that it was 
put upon him against his wish and judg- 
ment; and he has made his canvass with 
wonderful spirit and courage. In such 
circumstances it would be more gracious 
to express sympathy for his present woes 
than reprobation for his past sins, But 
the truth of history makes demands that 
may not be ignored. If Mr. Hill’s friends 
would have it remembered that he made 
all through the State speeches breathing 
the spirit of harmony, we will not let it 
be forgotten that his machine is the cre- 
ator of inharmony; that he drove every 
Cleveland Democrat out of the organiza- 
tion; that he sought to destroy every 
rival who stood in the way of his con- 
suming ambition; that his appointments 
and nominations went to the Hill men 
only; that he put the great mass of the 
party under the ban and treated as Dem- 
ocrats only those who would serve and 
obey him, Condolence with the defeated 
candidate is not the first duty of the 
hour, It becomes Democrats to inquire 
why their party was defeated and how it 
might have won, 

To the support of a uniting and trusted 
Democratic candidate for Governor the 
independent Democratic voters of New- 
York would have come in victorious num- 
bers. There was nothing to attract them 
either in the Republican cause or in Mr. 
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been his counselors, his trusted 
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their rooted distrust. They are not emo- 
tional, and so were stirred to no enthu- 
siasm by the splendid fight he made. 
They are not credulous, and so paid little 
heed to his reform professions. They 
could not accept as sincere his public 
renunciation of the practices by which he 
has so long thriven. Even the unaccus- 
tomed breadth and lofty tone of his dis- 
courses failed to move them. During his 
whole political life these citizens had 
seen Mr. Hill an assiduous practitioner 
of the petty arts and’ tricks of politics. 
He was an adept in the shifts and small 
practices by which a party may gain an 
immediate advantage, but a stranger to 
that other theory of leadership which 
makes a party an instrument to estab- 
lish permanent principles, Where Sam- 
uel J. Tilden would have employed his 
statesmanlike mind in advancing great 
reforms, David B. Hill was content with 
the selfish and barren achievement of 
keeping himself and his machine in 
power. It was Mr. Tilden’s assaults upon 
the Tweed Ring and the Canal Ring at 
a time *~when exposures of Republican 
corruption at Washington had given the 
people a taste for reform that made him 
the Presidential candidate of the De- 
mocracy in 1876. It was as the repre- 
sentative tariff reformer of his party that 
Mr. Cleveland became the inevitable can- 
didate against the party of McKinleyism 
in 1892. Need we, for contrast, recall 
that David B. Hill sought to attain the 
same honor by means of a snap conven- 
tion? 

The voters who hold the balance of 
power are familiar with political history. 
Reading the lessons of the past as a 
guide for the present, they could foresee 
only the debasement of the Democratic 
Party in the triumph of Hill, only a 
preparation for a not remote and fatal 
disaster. There may be differences of 
opinion as to the best way to reform a 
party. It is perfectly clear that the inde- 
pendent Democrats of New-York deter- 
mined to save their party from _ the 
blight. of Hillism by defeating it. 

That the means will be effective and 
that’ reform and reorganization will be 
the fortunate consequence of defeat we 
confidently believe, There will be a new 
framework of the party, new methods, 
new men, uniting leadership, and a solid 
front to the enemy in 1896, 


THE TAMMANY OVERTHROW. 


There should be no illusions about the 
causes of the overthrow of the Tammany 
power by the popular vote at yesterday's 
election. It was due mainly to the arous- 
ing of the moral sense of the people by 
the revelations of police corruption. It 
was aided by the demonstration that the 
power of the organization that masquer- 
aded in the garb of Democracy was used 
to oppress the community to satisfy the 
greed of its leaders for personal power 
and pelf. It was accomplished by Dem- 
ocratic votes, and it demonstrated the 
capacity of the people to rise above party 
considerations when the material inter- 
ests and the good name of the city were 
at stake. It is a good omen for the pos- 
sibility of permanent reform in municipal 
administration. 


Tammany has made a show, at ex- 
travagant cost, of managing the public 
interests of the city fairly well in matters 
that came under the publie eye. But in 
so doing it has lost no opportunity of re- 
warding those who served the organiza- 
tion at the expense of the public, and 
with that view it has put unfit men in 
places of responsibility. It has sought to 
bind criminals and lawbreakers to its 
support and used them to extort profit 
from the community while shielding them 
from punishment. While it has prudent- 
ly abstained from direct plunder of the 
Public Treasury, it has used its power to 
levy tribute upon the business of the 
community and allowed its minions to 
enrich themselves by petty exactions. It 
has made barter of official authority and 
of political influence. 


It has relied upon concealing its in- 
iquitous doings from the public eye, upon 
the power of far-reaching and vigilant 
organization and upon loyalty to the par- 
ty of which it professed to be the local 
embodiment. When the veil was stripped 
from its hidden iniquities and its cor- 
rupt exactions were laid bare in all their 
enormity, organization was powerless 
against an aroused public conscience, and 
the better part of the Democratic Party 
repudiated the claim of Tammany to rep- 
resent its political. faith, 


The overturn in the city and State is 
no party triunfph. It is the work of Dem- 
ocrats who have not lost faith in the 
principles of their party, but are deter- 
mined that those principles shall not con- 
tinue to be betrayed by those who pro- 
fess to believe in them, but abuse the 
trust committed to their keeping. It is 
to be hoped that the Constitutional 
amendment providing for separate mu- 
nicipal elections will take effect and that 
the Republican Legislature will provide 
for a municipal government that can be 
held responsible to the people of the city. 
But if the Republicans should claim that 
Mr. Strong is their Mayor, and should 
attempt to convert the administration of 
the city into an instrument for the use 
of their party, there will be another over- 
turn which will bring the better forces 
of the.majority of the people of the city 
into control. 


The people have shown that moral 
sense is predominant in their public ac- 
tion when it is appealed to, and they 
have learned to vote with independence 
when oceasion calis for it. No organiza- 
tion can subjugate them to its purposes 
and no political party can count upon 
their support without deserving their con- 
fidence. The future is full of hope for 
the people of New-York, and they have 
demonstrated their right to self-govern- 
ment and their capacity to control their 
own affairs. They have given a warn- 
ing to bosses and to political machines 
that popular power is a reality and must 
hereafter be treated with respect, It

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The Democratic majority in the present 


House of Representatives is 91, and there 


_{s a nominal Democratic majority in the 


Senate. In the House that will meet in 
December of next year there will be 
a Republican majority of 50 and there 


will be a Republican majority in the 


Senate. This is a change that in 
magnitude is akin to that of 1890, 
but not in its causes. The Republicans 
were turned out because they went be- 
yond the pledges of the party in carry- 
ing out their avowed policy, The Demo- 
crats have been punished because the 
policy of the party has not been fairly 
carried out, but has been dwarfed, bun- 
gled, and betrayed by a portion of the 
elected representatives of the people. 

That was not the only cause of the 
change; it was the chief one, and without 
it the change would not have taken place. 
The “ hard times ” no doubt turned many 
votes against the party in power, but not 
enough to take the control from that 
party. There were other votes lost by 
dissensions in the party, chiefly caused 
by the distribution of the spoils of office, 
Then there was the considerable vote of 
those who wished to be on the winning 
side and who felt that this was a “ Re- 
publican year.” All these combined 
would not have sufficed to overthrow the 
Democratic Party in Congress had there 
not been a definite and determined desire 
among those who supported the party in 
1892 to condemn and punish the betrayal 
of tariff reform and the outrageous and 
costly delay in the repeal of the Sherman 
act lagt year. 

So far as tariff reform is concerned, the 
verdict is illogical and far too sweeping. 
The innocent suffer with the guilty. So 
far as the reneal of the Sherman act is 
concerned, the verdict of condemnation 
is more reasonable, but here again Mr. 
Wilson in West Virginia and Mr. Tracey 
in New-York ars rejected. As to both 
questions, the punishment of the Demo- 
cratic Party for its incapacity involves 
the advantage of the Republicans, who 
were the authors of the Sherman law and 
the McKinley tariff. But, though the 
logie of the ballot may halt, its lesson is 
not to be mistaken. The party which 
took possession of the Government in 
March, 1893, had a sincere popular senti- 
ment to back it; it allowed that sentiment 
to be baflied and betrayed, and it is re- 
buked in the only way open to the voters 
by the aceession of the rival party. The 
real sentiment of the people has not 
changed. If the party shows itself capa- 
ble of redeeming its blunders and purg- 
ing its organization so as to become 
again a trustworthy instrument for its 
professed purpose it will be taken. If 


not, it will be wholly thrown aside. 


STRANGLED IN THE BALLOTS, 


It is a matter of poetic justice that the 
overwhelming defeat of David B. Hill 
was aided by the distracting multiplicity 
of ballots which was the result of his 
fatuous opposition to the simple Austra- 
lian system when he was Governor. He 
repeatedly vetoed provisions for a form 
of ballot and method of using it that 
would have made voting easy and ex- 
peditious, and he compelled a makeshift 
which gaye the voters twenty-odd ballots 
to handle yesterday, perplexed the most 
intelligent citizens, and obstructed and 
delayed the polling of the vote so that 
thousands were lost. 

Men who found themselves exasperated 
with more than twenty ballots from 
which to make selections, and with the 
necessity of folding them all and keep- 
ing separate those to be voted, must 
have been disposed to reject that having 
Hill’s name at the head when they re- 
membered that he was responsible for the 
complicated system. The necessity of 
voting one complete ballot or taking the 
trouble to scratch and paste led many to 
vote against candidates whom they might 
otherwise have accepted, possibly inelud- 
ing Hill in some cases. He devised the 
system in the hope and expectation that 
it would serve his machine better than a 
simpler one, and in it his mgchine has 
been tangled and brought to wreck. 

No doubt his defeat of genuine ballot 
reform had been laid up against him 
among his other offenses by honest Dem- 
ocrats, and it helped to pile up the major- 
ity under which he and his allies lie 
buried. The ridiculous system which 
swamped the yoters in a sea of paper 
was an outrage upon their rights and de- 
prived many of-the chance to exercise 
them, but there is comfort in the reflec- 
tion that its author was submerged in 
the flood. The clean sweep will clear the 
ground for the rational method of ballot- 
ing which so many States have adopted 
with entire success, and which New- 
York would have been the first to adopt 


but for David B. Hill. 
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COMING CHANGES. 

Under “a Republican Governor and a 
Republican Legislature there will be 
changes in the city charter. Terms of 
office which under the present law wouid 
not expire until after the election of May- 
or Strong’s successor will be abridged.

Let them be guided entirely 
by considerations of public interest; let 
them change laws only where changes 
are required for the better government of 
the eity; let honesty and capability be 
the qualifications exacted in every ap- 
pointment to office; let considerations of 
party play a minor part or no part at all; 
keep Mr. Platt out of the, business.

THE SAVANNAH SHIP FIRES. 


Ten Out of Thirteen Have Now Been 
in Danger of Destruction. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Nov. 6.—The eighth fire 
among the cotton ships broke out at 2 
o'clock this morning on the steamship 
Whitefield, lying beside the Dalegarth,: al- 
ready ‘burned last night. The flames were 
quickly subdued. Nearly all the tugs and 
lighters on the river were kept busy during 
the night. The burned bales were dumped 
from the steamers onto lighters and car- 
ried away to places of safety by tugs. The 
Chief of the Fire Department and the police 
Spent the night on the river watching for 
fires. All is quiet to-day, with no new devel- 


opments. The watchmen on all the ships 
Where the night fires occurred were ar- 
rested to-day and held without bond, awalt- 
ing investigation. 

Investigation shows traces of phosphorus 
everywhere on the burning ships. A sample 
of cotton: with a peculiar odor was carried 
on board the Kansas City of the Ocean 
Steamship Line this morning for inspection. 
The sample ignited and fell to the floor. 
The flames were quickly put out, but the 
substance used will be analyzed later. In 
some instances cotton ties exhibited phas- 
phorescent glaze last night. It is said that 
some of the longshoremen recently on strike 
spread the prosphorus. The union men deny 
this indignantly. The matter will be thor- 
oughly investigated. The loss is $50,000, 

At 6 o'clock this morning the steamship 
County Down caught fire. The flames were 
put out. Six bales of cotton were burned. 
Ten out of thirteen ships now loading have 
been on fire. R. &. Harmon, the stevedore 
in charge of the non-union men, received a 
threatening letter this morning stating that 
he would be killed on Wednesday. 

The latest estimate of losses by last 
night’s cotton fires is $75,000 to $80,000. 
About 8,000 bales were destroyed. Two more 
fires occurred to-day, but were slight and 
quickly extinguished. The watchmen ar- 
rested this morning on the ships on which 
fires occurred were released this afternoon, 
there being no evidence to connect them 
with the fires. The Mayor has offered a 
reward of $500 for the arrest and convic- 
tion of the incendiaries, and commercial 
bodies have also taken action.

The returns from the election outside of 
New-York State yesterday indicate that 
there has been a political rdvolution through 
the eountry, at least temporarily, equal to 
that which resulted in the overthrow of the 
Republican Party two years ago, the Repub- 
licans psofiting by it this year, instead of 
the Democrats. 

In the Western and Northwestern States 
the Republicans have elected their candi- 
dates in almost every instance, and the in- 
dications are that they have done pretty 
much the same thing in the Middle States. 
Even Delaware has elected a Republican 
Governor by a small majority. 

Returns from the Eastern States are 
meagre, owing to the interruption of téle- 
graphic service lg the storm of Monday, 
but there seems to be no doubt that the 
Republicans have triumphed in all the New- 
England States, including Connecticut. 

In the Southern States the Democrats 
have fairly held their own, but West Vir- 
ginia has undoubtedly gone Republican, 
and Congressman Wilson, the father of the 
new tariff law, has been defeated.

Definite 
results in this district cannot be known un- 
til full returns from Dallas and Robbins 
Counties are received. Indications point to 
the overwhelming defeat of Cobb, (Dem.,) 
by Goodwin, (Pop.,) in the Fifth District: A 
majority of the counties heard from in 
this district secure a majority for Goodwin 
that can only be overcome by unusual Dem- 
ocratic gains in Lowndes County, the only 
Democratic stronghold in the district. In 
the Seventh the election of Howard, (Pop.,) 
is confidently expected over Denison,

Gen. Becker has run badly everywhere, 
and is at least 40,000 votes behind Nelson. 
The only Democrat on the State ticket who 
got his fuil party strength was Adolph 
Biermann, candidate for Auditor. He is 
apparently beaten, however, by a few thou- 
sand. All on the Republican State ticket 
are elected, with the exception of Asso- 
ciate Justice of the Supreme Court. The 
Democrats and Populists combined on Judge 
Willis, (Dem.,) and he is elected by a ma- 
jority of at least 20,000. 

In the Congressional districts the Repub- 
licans have made a pretty clean sweep. 
They elect Towney in the First District by

While the vote on Congressmen may not 
follow the head of the ticket closely, this re-

But two districts have been reported at 
this time. These are the First, where 
Charles P. Taft (Rep.) has 5,000 plurality, 
and the Second, where J. H. Bromwell 
(Rep.) has 7,000 plurality. 

Democratic State Chairman Taylor has 
just telegraphed The Cincinnati Inquirer, 
conceding the State to the Republicans by 
90,000 plurality. 

Allen W. Thurman said at 9 o’clock this 
evening: 

“The whole country seems to have gone 
to pot. There is but one bright spot ap- 
parent—South Carolina still stands Demo- 
cratic. We have heard from only 155 pre- 
cincts in Ohio, but that is enough. If it 
keeps up, the Republicans will carry the 
State by 150,000. It means that there will 
not be a Democratic Congressman elected 
in Ohio. I think Outhwaite is defeated by 
at least 2,500,” 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov. 6.—Congress- 
man Tom-L. Johnson concedes his defeat 
by between 4,000 and 5,000. Johnson’s loss 
from his vote two years ago averages &85 
to the precinct.

full Presidential vote was polled. 

Gen. Hastings carries his home county of 
Centre, sweeps Allegheny by 35,000, and has 
70,000 majority in this city with which to 
start his count. The next delegation to Con- 
gress from Pennsylvania will be comprised 
of thirty Republicans, a Republican gain of 
ten. The Republican majority in Pennsyl- 
vania in 1892 was 63,747. 

In the judiciary districts the Republicans 
elect eleven of their candidates and the 
Democrats three.

FIGHTING TAMMANY ALL 
THE NINTH DISTRICT. 


OVER 


Hailed as 
Gladstone’s ‘Successor at the Vot- 
ing Places, While His Wife Kept 
Open House in Columbia Street and 
Directed the Battle of Ballots— 
How the Election Passed in the 


East Side Tammany Stronghold. 


Congressman Campbell 


Congressman Timothy J. Campbell turned 
out early yesterday morning to complete his 
contest for Congress in the Ninth District. 

When he drove away in a carriage to in- 
spire his followers, Mrs. Campbell hung out 
the latchstring at their home at 14 Columbia 
Street, so that whoever wished might enter. 
Zverybody who cares for politics on the 
east side addresses the Congressman as 
*Tim.’’"’ Mrs, Campbell thus naturally be- 
came endeared to his friends as ‘ Mrs. 
Tim.”’ The hands of each of them were full 
all day. 

There are 114 polling places in the dis- 
trict. Mr. Campbell felt bound to visit 
every one. Feeling that he could not start 
too early for that purpose, he began his 
rounds as soon as the polls opened. The 
district was already astir. Wherever his 
carriage halted were men standing to give 
him a handshake, and from the sidewalks 
and windows of the crowded tenements 
came calls of ‘‘Halloa, Tim!” ‘“ You'll 
make it, Tim!” **We'’re all with you, 
Tim!” and so on until the Congressman 
could only keep his face in a constant smile, 
with hardly a chance to say anything. 

Mr. Campbell’s wishes in respect to talk- 
ing were of the simplest. His mind and 
tongue framed themselves for only one ques- 
tion—‘*‘ How do you think it’s going?’’—and 
his friends saved him the trouble of asking 
it nearly every time by profuse and confi- 
dent assurances that all was well» 

While Mr. Campbell was tiring out relays 
of horses scouring the district, Mrs. Camp- 
bell hed open house in Columbia Street. The 
Congressman’s flying trip prevented many of 
his friends from greeting him. Those who 
failed to see him at the polls betook them- 
selves to Columbia Street to convey their 
assurances of victory to Mrs. Campbell. 
With them also trooped friends on missions 
of inquiry, to learn hw the battle was go- 
ing or what they might do to help “ Tim.” 

Mrs. Campbell received congratulations as 
a matter of course. Her work was more 
serious. Men looking for a chance to help 
on the fight were the ones to whom her time 
Was most gladly given. She put her own 
spirit into them and sent them out to picket 
the entire district. By furnishing reliefs 
for watchers and workers, so that each set 
might return to her frequently, she kept 
herself constantly informed of what was 
going on and directed her forces with the 
6kill of a commander. 

“*Mrs. Tim’ got to know the district bet- 
ter to-day,’’ said one of her workers, “ than 
she did at the last chowder.party,’”’ a com- 
pliment that Seemed to those who heard it 
to fill the measure of praise. 

The Congressman’s tour of the district 
gave hima close view of happenings calcu- 
lated to make him feel well satisfied. When 
he drove through Orchard Street, between 
Canal and Hester Streets, his carriage en- 
countered a crowd of men, women, and 
children laughing and shouting on the side- 


walk. They cheered loudly when they saw 
him. He alighted and saw overhead a rope 
stretched between the roofs, from which 
hung a straw figure big enough to shadow 
the street, and tagged with the name of 
Daniel O'Reilly, Tammany’s candidate for 
Assemblyman in the Third District. 

“This is what we will do with all the 
Tammany candidates this year, * Tim,’”’ 
an admirer shouted. 

‘**T hope you will take good care of your 
home-rule Congressman,”’ the candidate re- 
plied. The crowd cheered and ran along 
with the carriage until it was out of the 
block, 

The east-side youths were out in force 
and vigor for Campbell. By midday a dozen 
crowds of young men and boys, numbering 
from 50 to 150 each, were marching through 
the streets hurrahing for him. Incidentally 
they made common property of whatever 
Was portable. They had clubs, broom 
handles, and bats aS weapons, and news- 
stands, barrels, hand carts, and everything 
that would make fuel for bonfires were con- 
fiscated in the general sweep. The police 
were too busy to interfere. ~— Cort- 
right met one of the crowds. t turned 
aside for him, but no more, and then eased 
its feelings for this mild show of respect 
to authority by hurling a ball bat through 
the window of a dry goods store in Canal 
Street. 

A report reached Mr. 
rounds that *“‘Sam”’ Engel was in “ Bar- 
ney”’ Rourke’s saloon buying votes for 
Tammany at $4 each. 

“Run it down,” said the home ruler. A 
squad of Campbellites descended upon the 
‘saloon. If Tammany money was there it 
vanished at once. 

Toward,the end of the voting Mr. Camp- 
bell went to the Orienjal Club, his cam- 
paign headquarters. His friends were there 


in force. 

“IT have peen all over the district,’’ he 
said. ‘‘The people all hailed me as the 
Gladstone of the party, the home-rule can- 
didate. I am no prophesier, but if I know 
how to guess on what I hear, I ought to 
be elected by 1,500 majority, and, maybe, 
2,500."” 

“The Comanche Club says you are beaten 
by 2,000,” said a bystander. 

“If the Comanche Club says that,’’ was 
the reply, ‘‘Tammany knows it is very 
sick, and that I am elected.”’ 

*“By 3,000 at least, Tim,” ‘a friend re- 
joined, whereat <ll the Campbellites gath- 
ered around to shake the*candidateé’s hand. 

Mr. Campbell made his way out into 
Grand Street. The storekeepers along the 
street held out their hands to him and as- 
sured him they had heard nothing except 
Campbell all day. 

“That is about all I’ve heard,’” the Glad- 
stonian candidate responded. ‘I know 20,- 
000 people in this district, and I’ve seen 
nearly all of them. They all wished me 
well, although some said they must vote 
for Tammany.” 

Mr. Macdonough, Mr. Miner’s manager, 
was not at all disturbed by the cry of the 
Campbellites. He said at the close of the 

olls that he expected Campbell to poll from 

,000 to 7,000 votes, but that the Tammany 
vote for Miner would show easily a ma- 
jority of from 3,000 to 3,500, 

Voters in the Ninth had a hard time with 
the constitutionai amendments and the oth- 
er questions submitted to them. ‘Their dif- 
ficulty in understanding what and how to 
vote led the campaign managers early in 
the day to advise them to let all ballots 
alone except those for candidates. After 
these orders had been issued voting pro- 
ceeded without friction. 

Defeat went hard with the friends of 
Gampbeill. They gathered at the Oriental 
Club in large numbers last night, having 
persuaded themselves that all was over 
except the shouting. When early figures 
seemed to bear out their hopes they made 
ready to illuminate the district for their 
supposed victory over Tammany. Returns 
favorable to Miner dampened their spirits 
about 10 o’clock, and they decided to wait 
before celebrating. In a little while the 
totals for Campbell and Miner became 
close. Then the lead shifted and the Camp- 
bellites grew anxious. In the next hour 
the small majorities ran so much in Miner’s 
favor that the spirits of the crowd drooped 
painfully. 

Mr. Campbell spent the evening at the 
club rooms. So long as the vote ran even 
he continued hopeful, and as late as 11:80 
he watched precinct returns carefully. 
When the totals then showed Miner’s lead 
to have one beyond 400 he virtually admit- 
ted his defeat 

“T made a good fight,” he said, ‘“‘and I 
shall take the result like a man. My own 
district, the Third Assembly, disappointed 
me. Men from whom I expected support 
failed to give it. Simpson’s large vote is 
explained by the use of Miner’s money. No 
doubt I lost in that way. This fight may be 
over, but it is not the last. There are too 
many good friends of mine in the district 
for me to feel downcast. Without means 
of my own and unaided I have shown that 
one man can make a hard tussle for Tam- 
many.”

A LIVELY QAMPAIGN BROUGHT TO 
A VERY QUIET. OLOSE, 


How the Leaders Spent the Day—Re- 


publican Votes and Republican 


Money Helped the Reform Demo- 


ecrats—Machine Democrats in Gloom 
from Early Morning and Republic- 
uns Felt Doublful—Few Arrests for 


Fraudulent Voting. 


Blection day passed off very quietly yes- 
terday in Brooklyn. Indeed, it was the gen- 
eral expression of the veterans among 
the political workers in all parts of the city 
that they had never seen a quieter election. 

Notwithstanding the exceedingly ‘lively 
campaign and the very strong interest 
which had been aroused among all classes 
of citizens of every political bias, the ex- 
citement calmed down almost completely 
when the time eame for voting, and the 
City of Churches put on an almost Sabbath- 
like repose. 

Election morning found the leaders of the 
three parties in widely differing states of 
mind. The Reform Democrats were confi- 
dent, the regular Republicans were doubt- 
ful, and the machine Democrats were in a 
gloomy condition. 

There was the most animation during the 
day at the Republican Headquarters, in the 
Jotinston Building. Benjamin F. Blair, the 
Chairman of the General Committee, was 
in and out all day trying to get in touch 
with the situation which was developing at 
the polls. In this effort Mr. Blair seemed 
to feel that he was successful, although the 
knowledge thus obtained did not afford him 
any conafort. 

To a representative of The New-York 
Times who saw him at headquarters early 
in the afternoon, Mr. Blair expressed his 
anxiety and trepidation. 

“The reformers,” he said, “are polling a 
tremendous vote. They are being supported 
in all parts of the tity. 

‘‘ ™he reform ticket is receiving the help of 
Republicans, and is getting the benefit not 
only of Republican votes but also of Re- 
publican money, which has been diverted 
from regular R2publican campaign channels. 
If the reform ticket wins it will be with 
Republican votes and Republican money.” 

Charles P. Morton, Supervisor Reeves of 
the Seventh Ward, and other district lead- 
ers were around the Republican Headquar- 
ters giving consolation to those who called. 
At no time during the day were the Re- 
publicans at headquarters in a state of 
buoyarcy. 

Sheriff Buttling predicted a clean sweep 
for the Republican city and county ticket. 

At the headquarters of the Reform De- 
mocracy, in Montague Street, there was a 
feeling of confidence throughout the day. 
From time to time encouraging reports were 
received from various parts of the city. Al- 
though feeling confident, the reform leaders 
did not indulge in wild predictions. 

Edward M. Shepard got to the Reform 
Headquarters early in the morning, and re- 
mained there all day to give counsel and 
solve the knotty questions that might arise. 
Just before noon Mr. Shepard said he felt 
sure the Reform local ticket would receive 
at least from 40,000 to 50,000 votes. He es- 
timated Wheeler, for Governor, would get 
one-third as many votes as the local reform 
ticket. 

In the middle of the afternoon a reporter 
for The New-York Times asked Mr. Shep- 
ard what he thought of the prospects. 

* You must excuse me from making a 

rediction,’”’ he said. “I feel confident, 
10wever. My chief concern just now is to 
learn how the vote is to be counted—wheth- 
er the Constitutional amendments are to be 
counted first,’’ 

Mr. Shepard soon discovered a provision 
of the law that said the regular ticket of 
candidates must be first counted, beginning 
with the leading candidate, . 

George Foster Peabody kept Mr. Shepard 
company at Reform Headquarters during the 
eter neee. Mr. Peabody said he felt confi- 

ent. 

It was not until almost the time for the 
closing of the polls that the machine Dem- 
ocratic leaders began to drift into their 
headquarters in the Thomas Jefferson 
Building, in Court Square. 

During the morning and most of the aft- 
ernoon Thomas F. Farrell, Secretary of the 
General Committee, was almost the only 
person at the machine Democratic head- 
quarters, There was a big pile of unused 
pasters on the table. 

There have been very few requests to- 
day for our pasters,” said Mr. Farrell, 
apologetically, as he saw this visitor looking 
at the pile on the table. 

Mr. Farrell was not cheerful, although he 
fave the assurance that the machine Dem- 
ocratic ticket would win. 

There were gathered at the machine Dem- 
ocratic Headquarters, at 4 o’clock, Bernard 
J. York, Chairman of the Campaign Com- 
mittee; James D. Bell, Chairman of the 
General Committee; John B. Shea, Col. Will- 
iam C. Beecher, and other leaders. 

We are satisfied,” said Mr. York, ‘‘ that 
we have elected four of our Congressmen— 
Vigelius, Murtha, Cleaveland, and Coombs. 

We are not able to make any calcula- 
tion as to the Assemblymen. 

We have information on which we base 
a confident prediction that Mr. Hill will 
carry Kings County by about 7,000 plurality. 
The Senator is running everywhere away 
ahead of his ticket. 

“Our city and county ticket will be 
elected. 

“If the reformers do not get over’ 40,000 
votes, we are sure winners.” 

Chairman James D. Bell was not disposed 
to attempt the réle of a prophet. 

“I am making no predictions,” he said. 
“I think we are all right, though.” 

Col, Beecher said: ‘I think we’ have 
elected our ticket.”’ 

Edward M. Shepard made the prediction 
yesterday afternoon that -Wheeler would 
get 11,000 votes in New-York and 10,000 
votes up the State. 

AS a general thing, the voting was some- 
what slow, owing to the multitude of bal- 
lots. Much confusion and delay was caused 
by the constitutional amendments and the 
consolidation question. The police reported 
that many voters were unable to arrange 
their ballots in the booths in the ten min- 
utes allowed by law. 

it was the general observation that there 
Was comparatively little activity in pasters 
around the polling places. 

All of the work at the polls for the re- 
formers was done by volunteers. Some of 
the Republican workers were paid and 
others were not. ‘ 

The machine Democrats Friday night 
sent $20 to each district to be divided among 
the workers. In former years $50 was the 
allotment to each district. 

In some of the districts, especially in the 
Brownsville district of the Twenty-sixth 
Ward, there were from 50 to 100 voters in 
line when the polls closed. This was partly 
due to the leniency of the Inspectors in 
permitting obtuse voters longer than ten 
minutes to prepare their ballots. 

There were tew arrests for fraudulent vot- 
ing or for disorderly conduct at the polls. 
Justice Gaynor of the Supreme Court and 
Chief Judge Clement of the City Court sat 
all day to dispose of election cases, Jus- 
tice Gaynor granted less than half a dozen 
alternative writs to compel Inspectors to 
receive challenged votes.

Another complication in the Barbour- 
Heiskell damage suit developed yesterday 
when the jurors, through whose statements 
Mr. Heiskell was cited for contempt, were 
themselves made the subjects of a similar 
charge by Mr. Heiskell’s counsel. 

After the “jury in the Barbour-Heiskell 
case had disagreed, Henry Wise Garnett, 
Mr, Barbour’s counsel, presented to Chief 
Justice Bingham two affidavits ef Hale and 
O’Byron, jurors in the case, stating that 
they had been approached by Mr, and Mrs, 
Heiskell the day before the trial and busi- 
ness eontracts offered them on condition 
that Heiskell won his suit, These affidavits 
were included in Mr. Perry’s petition.

Hours tefore they reach Sacra- 
mento the telegraph will have announced 
their coming to their father, who will be at 
the station at 10:25 on Tuesday morning to 
meet them. For every hour of the journey 
the children will be the subjects of a care as 
watchful as could be given them by their 
father or mother, simply because they were 
‘‘aceredited"’ by note to the Pullman con- 
uector. 

It is because of the existence of such rail- 
road facilities and their constant and habit- 
ual use that American children’ are excel- 
lent travelers. They are accustomed to 
travel; they understand the geography of 
the country; they are informed as to the 
duty of.corporations toward children, and 
they may set out on journeys of hundreds 
of miles without the slightest trepidation. 
A boy of four has been heard to say, “I 
generally take a sleeper.”’

How Tammany Politicians Put 


Through the Scheme to Keep the 
City in Its Grasp, Regardless of the 
Success of the Organization’s Ticket 
~The Men Who Will Incumber Mr. 
Strong’s Administration and Their 


Dark Records — Sheehan, Kerwin, 


and Martin in the Police Depart- 
ment—Daly in the Public Works— 
Seannell in the Fire Department— 
Divver and Koch Samples of the 
Corruption in the Department of 


Justice. 


When.Col. Strong takes possession of the 
Mayor’s office on Jan. 1*the work of reform 
will be but commenced. 

The tiger’s hold on the city will only be 
loosened, not shaken off. The reform Mayor 
will find himself saddled with a horde of 
Tammany office holders of whom he cannot 
rid himself unless assistance comes from 
the Legislature. 

Most of the important departments will 
still remain under Tammany contro}. Early 
in the year, when the storm of public indig- 
nation first began to manifest itself against 
Tammany Hall, the politicians of Four- 
teenth Street saw to it that defeat at the 
polls should still leave them undisturbed in 
the division of the spoils. They were not 
content to abide by the popular verdict, but 
arranged things so that, votes or no votes, 
the patronage should still be theirs. 

In public they professed a willingness to 
let the people decide whether or not Tam- 
many should administer the affairs of the 
city, but when they were taken at their 
word they exhausted every possible means 
to perpetuate their hold dn affairs, no mat- 
ter what the issue at the polls. 

The City Club introduced a bill, which had 
the general approval of the citizens, making 
the terms of the heads of municipal depart- 
ments coterminal with the term of the 
Mayor who appointed them. This was de- 
signed to throw the responsibility for mis- 
government on the shoulders of the man 
whom the people elected as Mayor, as is the 
case in Brooklyn. Such a measure, if 
passed, would, of course, give full sweep to 
a reform Mayor. He could overhaul things 
generally, put in men of his own selection, 
and institute a new order of things. 

But the Tammany contingent wanted 
mothing of the kind despite the professed 
willingness to abide by the people’s decision. 
They meant to hold on to the good things 
Which have fattened them, Mayor or no 
Mayor. So they quietly went up to Albany 
and defeated the City Clun’s measure. As 
@ result, Col. Strong can work only a par- 
tial reform as matters stand at present. 

The list of Tammany office holders, heads 
of departments and others, with whom Col. 
Strong will be incumbered is exceedingly 
long and exceedingly black as to the records 
most of them haye made. The Lexow com- 
mittee exposed some of these records, but 
for the most part they have not yet been 
officially probed, and the public must judge 
of them by the previous careers of the men, 
the facts that have reached the public 
through other sources, and the general air 

.of thievery and corruption that is known to 


,exist throughout Tammany Hall, and which 

has made the rise to wealth of its choicest 
lights possible. 

Here are some of the men who serve Tam- 
many Hall who will hope to hold on 
through the term of Mayor Strong, as their 
a of office are fixed under the present 
aw:

In getting at the records of the men in 
this list who have become notorious 
through the Lexow committee exposures or 
because of their own acts, it is most in- 
structive to begin with the Police Justices. 
it is generally conceded that from the 
standpoint of the moral health of the com- 
munity, there is no more important office 
than that of the Police Justice. His power 
is. almost absolute. He has opportunities 
for oppression that are unequaled, and a 
vicious or corrupt man on the police bench 
can cause more suffering and misery than 
the Judge of the highest court in the land. 


Justice Patrick Divver. 

The bright particular star‘of Tammany’s 
galaxy of Police Justices is Patrick Divver, 
the ex-saloon keeper of Park Row, appoint- 
ed by Mayor Grant in 1890 for distinguished 
services rendered to Tammany Hall. 

Divver’s record as a dive keeper, the asso- 
ciate of gamblers and toughs, and ballot- 


box manipulator, was sufficiently well 
known to make his rene at the time 
a scandal. Afterward, when a big list of 
his followers was convicted of election 
frauds in the criminal courts, while he 
went away to California for his health, no 
one was surprised. But it remained -for the 
Lexow committee to expose his actual busi- 
ness partnership with the ‘“ green-goods”’ 
thieves and bunko steerers, who made the 
Divver saloon their headquarters. 

Frank Ciarke, formerly a gambler, when 
examined before the committee on June 19, 
testified as follows: 

Divver’s saloon was our headquarters. * * * 
The bankroll with which We did business was de- 

sited in Mr. Divver’s safe. * * * I have seen 

armly (one of the gang) give money to Divver 
and take money back. * * * One night I heard 
Parmly say it was hard to give up so much after 
there had been so many “‘ squealers.’’ I suppose 
he meant give up so much to Divver. 

Q.—Have you persgnal knowledge that Divver 
received a share of the profits? A.—I saw Div- 
ver and Parmly divide money time and time 
again.

ually violate the excise law, and did every- 
thing in his power to hamper the police in 
enforcing these laws. When Mrs. Herman, 
the Frenchwoman who had been spirited 
out of the city, was examined by Mr. Goff 
on Nov. 2, it was shown that his ideas were 
even lower than had been supposed. 

Mrs. Herman told a pathetic tale of how, 
bad woman as she was, she had.tried to 
save her young niece from a life of shame, 
to which the girl’s mother, protected by the 
police, had condemned her. Here is her 
story: 

When the raid was made I was away. The 
case was taken before Justice Hogan, I was rep- 
resented by a lawyer named Terry.. Justice Ho- 
gan wished to save the Captain, and wanted to 
send me-up for conspiracy. He also tried to com- 
mit Lawyer Terry for contempt because he would 
not divulge my name. Lawyer Terry had to ap- 
ply to Justice Ingraham for a writ of prohibition 
to prevent Hogan from sending him to jail. I 
had not heard up to last August that the case 
was ever decided. 

Judge Hogan knew the house was disorderly, 
and he put in the name of a friend of mine as 
complainant, when, as a matter of fact, 1 was 
the complainant. 

Justice Hogan was a Police Justice in the 
days of Tweed, and owes his position to the 
fact that he is a close friend of Hugh J. 
Grant, who appointed him. 


Police Justice Joseph Koch. 

Long before Justice Koch was elevated 
to the bench by Mayor Gilroy he had 
made a reputation for official misconduct. 
As Excise Commissioner his course was 
so scandalous that he was indicted by the 
Grand Jury. He secured delay on a tech- 
nicality, and. to assure complete immunity 


for him, one of Tammany’s representatives 
at Albany secured the passage of a Dill 
changing the law under which Koch had 
been found guilty. 

When he was arraigned for retrial before 
Justice Ingraham in the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer this new law was set up as a 
defense. In sustaining the motion for dis- 
missal Justice Ingraham said: 

“T regret to see that the Legislature has 
thus provided a new avenue of escape from 
punishment for crime.”’ 

On the police bench Koch fully main- 
tained his unsavory reputation, and when 
at the session on Nov. 3 of the Lexow com- 
mittee this testimony was brought out 
during the examination of Dr. Whitehead, 
it caused but little comment: 

Q.—Had you any further conversation with 
Justice Koch? A.—Yes; a woman came to my 
office about April 12, and asked me to treat her. 
I refused. I told her I had been_blackmailed, 
and thought I would leave New-York; that I 
was now held by a Justice to await the action 
of the Grand Jury. She asked what Justice, and 
when I told her Justice Koch, she exclaimed: 
‘*My God! he is the very man. If you will 
treat me I will go and see him.’’ She went down 
to Essex Market, and Justice Koch sent her back 
with a message to me. I went to see him at 
the Essex Market Court. Justice Koch was as 
sweet as sugar. He said: ‘‘I didn’t know my 
girl had been to you. I'll do all I can for you. 
Justice Koch kept me waiting half an hour until 
Friend arrived at esurt. This conversation was 
in his presence. Justice Koch said to Friend: 
“It's that Alexander woman, who made trouble 
for me before.’’ 


Police Justice Bernard F. Martin. 


This representative of Tammany on the 
police bench was also indicted for official 
misconduct, and, like his brother Justice, 
escaped the law. Martin’s record is thor- 
oughly bad from beginning to end. He was 
at one time part proprietor of the “ Burnt 
Rag,” an infamous Bleecker Street dive, 
and afterward he was the associate and 
partner of ‘‘Red” Leary, the notorious 


burglar, and “ Kate’ Leary, the latter’s 
wife, in a resort for roughs and _ ohter 
criminals in West ‘Twenty-third Street, 
near Sixth Avenue, 

Sheriff Grant made him Order-of-Arrest 
Clerk, and it was while holding this office 
that Martin was indicted for accepting 
bribes. But this little incident did not pre- 
vent Mr. Gilroy from afterward appoint- 
ing him Deputy Commissioner. of Public 
Works, and afterward Mayor Grant made 
him Commissioner of' Jurors in the face of 
a storm of public protest. 

When Mayor Gilroy came into office he 
kept up the promotion by making the fa- 
vorite “Barney” a Police Justice. Hight 
of Martin’s lieutenants in the district of 
which he is leader were indicted for elec- 
tion frauds at the election of 1893. 


Police Justice Thomas F,, Grady. 

The ‘“silver-tongued’’ Grady has never 
been able to convince anybody except the 
heelers within the close ring of Tammany 
Hall that he was a fit man to trust with any 
sort of power. Under John Kelly he was 
sent to the State Senate from a solid Tam- 
many district, but his record was so bad 
that Grover Cleveland, then Governor, asked 


Kelly not to ser! him back again to Albany. 
He asked his retirement in the “ interests 
of the people and the improvement of leg- 
islative methods.”’ 

Grady afterward ran for Congress against 
“™m’’ Campbell, but, despite his_ silver 
tongue, he was defeated. He was also de- 
feated for the State Senate by John F. 
Ahearn, then of the County Democracy, in 
a district that had never failed to return a 
Tammany man. Hugh J. Grant took care 
of the man whom the peopie had so openly 
rejected. He made him a Police Justice in 
1891. Within a year he committed an act on 
the bench of which the Grand Jury said: 

** While Justice Grady has violated no law 
in the discharge of the offenders, his action 
defeated the ends of justice.” 

The action spoken of was the whole- 
sale and unwarranted liberation of a number 
of disorderly women committed by another 
Justice. Grady has a very bad private rec- 
ord, and often disappears mysteriously for 
periods of several days. 

Police Justice John J. Ryan. 

Justice Ryan escaped with very little at- 
tention, comparatively speaking, at the 
hands of the Lexow committee up to the 
time of its last adjournment. What may 
be developed regarding his methods when 
the investigation is resumed remaims to be 
seen. At the examination of Dr. Whitehead 
on Nov. 3, the doctor said that after he 
had paid his lawyer, Emanuel Friend, and 
Detective Sergeant Frink $500 each, on 
the understanding that he was to have no 
further trouble; he was arraigned before 
Justice Ryan, and immediately released on 
bail furnished by some one whose name 
he never knew, and whom he never 
saw. He never heard anything more 
of the cases Dr. Whitehead said. At 
a previous hearing, Lorenzo Carney swore 
he had been in the employ of policy dealers 
who paid for police protection, and added 
that he had heard O’Toole, the confidentia! 
man of the policy people, ‘say to Meyers, 
the head of the combination, “ Ryan says 
to send him another bill,” and that Ryan 
had said ‘‘ Don’t pay any more money to 
court officers; pay=it to me.’”’ 

Ryan is the special friend and protégé of 
Thomas Shields, the ‘‘ boodle’’ Alderman 
who represented the Fourth Assembly Dis- 
trict. His training to fit him for the duties 
of Polite Magistrate was obtained in the 
undertaking business. 


The Other Jastices. 


Of the other Police Justices, it is unnec- 
essary to speak in detail. 

McMahon is the friend of Hugh J. Grant, 
and has all the usual Tammany characteris- 
tics. 

Burke was Water Purveyor in the De- 
partment of Public Works when Mayor Gil- 


roy was Commissioner, and had _ direct 
charge of the work of street paving in 
connection with which there has been so 
much talk as to the bearing it has had in 
building up the private fortunes of men 
— in Tammany Hall. 

eitner and Simms and Welde, too, are 
typical Tammany men. 

Voorhis was brought in with a Police 
Justiceship at a time when he had built u 
a considerable opposition from the wret 
of the County Democracy to Tammany Hall 
during the term of Mayor Grant. e was 
taken out of the Police Board to make room 
for John C. Sheehan.

From the police courts it is a natural step 
to the Police Department, and from the rec- 
ords of the Divvers and the Kochs and the 
Mortons to the record of Police Commis- 
sioner Sheehan is an‘equally natural transi- 
tion. 

The New-York Times some months ‘ago 
exposed Sheehan’s record as a defaulter 
while Controller of Buffalo, from which city 
he hails. After he came here he was pro- 


vided for by an appointment as Secretary 
of the Aqueduct Board. How well he served 
the contractors while in that capacity is 
indicated by the fact that he is now the 
partner of O’Brien, formerly of Clark & 
O’Brien, whose bad work in the aqueduct 
caused such a scandal when it was probed 
by the Fassett committee after it had been 
accepted on behalf of the city. 

As soon as he got into the Police Depart- 
ment Sheehan began to ‘“‘improve his op- 
portunities.””’ Through Inspector Williams 
he got some fat contracts in Long Island 
City, where Inspector Williams’s brother 
is a member of the Bureau of Public Im- 
provements. 

Sheehan also formed a law partnership 
with ex-Judge Brown, counsel of the Excise 
Board, and divided half the profits with 
Brown, though he admitted that he had 
never had a case in court in his life. 

During all this time Sheehan has kept 
the Tammany leadership in the Thirteenth 
Assembly District, and worked it for all it 
was worth. The Pequod Club was his par- 
ticular institution, and he had as fellow- 
members Police Captains, Roundsmen, pa- 
trolmen, divekeepers, and gamblers. Ex- 
Alderman Parks, who has been connected 
with all sorts of gambling institutions by 
reputation, was a member of the club, and 
Warren Lewis, one of the most notorious 
divekeepers in the city, was another. 

When he was married recently the Pe- 
quod Club presented to Mr. Sheehan’s bride 
a three-thousand-dollar diamond necklace. 

Before the Lexow committee Sheehan re- 
fused to produce his bankbooks to show 
what moneys he had deposited, and Mr. 
Goff called him a “ grand larceny thief.’’ 

Sheehan’s Tammany colleague in the Po- 
lice Board is ‘Jimmy ’’ Martin, brother of 
“Barney ”’ Martin. As Martin’s term. ex- 
pires on May 1, 1895, it is not worth while 
to go into his record.

MMRS: GRANNIS AT THE POLLS 


|SHE WAS A WATOHER IN THE 
SECOND ASSEMBLY DISTRIOT. 


Her Services Given to the Anti-Tam- 


many Cause — She Saw a Few 


Drunken Men, and One of the Elec- 
tion Officers Was Not Sober, but 
She Was Treated with Courtesy— 
Brooklyn Women Prayed for Their 
Candidates. 


The women of this city and Brooklyn who 
have taken such a fervent interest in pol- 
ities this year, whether from a suffrage, 
anti-suffrage, or anti-Tammany standpoint, 
watched for the election returns yesterday 
with feelings which took varying forms. 

In Brooklyn, where there has not been 
considered so much necessity for aggressive 
action this Fall as in New-York City, the 
women devoted themselves to prayer, and 
while the fathers, brothers, and sons were 
at the polls the mothers, wives, and daugh- 
ters at home were on their knees asking the 
assistance of higher powers. 

This was particularly so among the wo- 
men active in the anti-suffrage movement 
last Spring. There was no public meeting, 
but one of the leaders in that movement 
agreed with her fellow-workers to spend the 
day in supplication each at her own home, 

There was no concerted action among the 
woman suffragists in this respect, although 
many of them invoked the blessing of Prov- 
idence upon the work of the day, and asked 
that candidates whose 
used for pure government might be elected. 

There was an executive meeting of the 
Brooklyn Woman Suffrage Association in 
the morning, but.it had no connection with 
the election, although one woman an- 
nounced that she had won two votes for 
the right*candidates. So had a young socie- 
ty girl of Brooklyn Heights. This year, for 
the first time, she has taken:a great inter- 
est in politics, and she is pleased and proud 
to think that she has been influential in 
sending to the polls two men who hereto- 
fore made a practice of not voting, and her 
own brother’s first vote was also influenced 
by her wider reading and understanding. 

New-York City women who have been ag- 
gressive in their anti-Tammany action con- 
tinued their labors yesterday to secure 
votes for Strong and Goff. 

For the first time in the history of the 
city, there was an authorized woman 
watcher at the polls. A cab drove up to 68 
Oliver Street, where the citizens of the 
Twenty-second Election District of the Sec- 
ond Assembly District cast their votes, at 
5:45 o’clock yesterday morning, and a 
ladylike little woman wearing a blue 
bonnet and gown, a velvet ‘lace-trimmed 
cape, and a brave, patriotic manner over a 
heart beating somewhat irregularly, stepped 
out, 

It was Mrs. Elizabeth Grannis, who was 
to act as a Republican watcher in the heart 
of the tenement-house district, where last 
year the Republican watchers were thrown 
out by a rough crowd. «= 

She took her ition near the ballot box 
at 6 o’clock with a small book in her hand, 
in which she checked in a businesslike 
manner the names of the men as they 
voted. ° 2 

“I have not been thrown out yet,” she 
said to a reporter for The New-York Times 
early in the afternoon, when the greater 
part of her vigil was over. “I was a little 
scared at first, but every one has beén very 
kind and courteous. There have been a few

of liquor, but he has sobered down, and the 
others only staid a short time.

A letter received by Mrs. Grannis on Mon- 
day night shows that the influence of the 
anti-Tammany women is beginning to be 
felt. The writer evidently lays her hus- 
band’s lack of work to Tammany, and she 
also sees in Mrs, Grannis’s position a new 
opening in the Hne of woman’s work, for 
which she makes a pathetic appeal. This 
is the letter, verbatim: 

New-York, November 5, 1894. 
Mrs. E. Grannis: 

Dear Lady: If Possable and it lays in your 
power give my husband a possion at the poles 
to-morrow as it is my wish that he turned frome 
tamny hall 1 prayed and pleaded this weeks and 
weeks for him to vote the republican ticket and 
he did not give in until the last moment at 12 
o’clock to-day and he said if some of the party 
would give him a badge and hire him at the pole 
that he votes at it will be his delight as we are 
very poor and he is out of work some time it 
would be a charity as he is honest and reliable to 
the republicans as he was to the tamny hall 
theves and lofers and if I could get a place my- 
self at a pole i would be to willing to see a 
good strate republican ticket voted. no more at 
present hoping to here frome you at once.

While the reporter for The New-York 
Times was at the Oliver Street polling 
place a delegate from one of the Good Gov- 
ernment Clubs relieved Mrs. Grannis. 

“T got off at 10:30 o’clock,” she said in 
her quiet, deliberate tones, ‘“‘and went up 
town to vote.” : 

Mrs. Grannis has quite’a political history. 
For the past seventeen years she has voted 
by proxy for the greater part of the time, 
and this year she is proud to be represented 
by the Rev. Dr. Joseph Wilson, a promi- 
nent Presbyterian divine. 

“It was one of the conditions made when 
I accepted the position of watcher,” she 
said, *“‘that I should get off to vote. The 
first straight ballot I cast was for Gar- 
field. I worked -for him twenty years be- 
fore he was elected, and when I was only 
nineteen years old Y got up a dress parade 
for him at the Lake Erie Seminary.” 

The way Mrs. Grannis came to accept 
the position of watcher was through the 
requests sent to her by the Committee of 
Seventy and Republican Committee to con- 
tribute $5 for the hiring of watchers. 

‘IT told theny,” she said, ‘‘that I would 
never give a cent until I had a vote of my 
own, but that I was willing to be a watcher. 
I did not think of their accepting the offer, 
but they did. If I am doing any good I do 
not mind it, and I think I am,” 

Mrs. Grannis had with her part of the 
time a friend, Miss Davis.

Parsons Morton, Who Succeeds Mr. 
Flower as Goveruor—From the Vice 
Presidency to the Governorship— 
Charles T. Saxton, Lieutenant Gov- 


ernor-Elect, and His Legislative 


Record—Judge Albert Haight for 
the Court of Appeasas. 


Levi Parsons Morton, yesterday elected 
Governor to succeed Roswell P. Flower, 
Was born in Shoreh&am, Vt., May 16, 1824. 
He is of Puritan descent. His father was a 
Congregational minister. At sixteen years 
ef age he was a clerk in a country store 
at Enfield, Mass., and subsequently went to 
Hanover, N. H., where he kept a general 
store. 

In 1850 he was a member of the Boston 
firm of Beebe, Morgan & Co. In 1854 he 
came to New-York ang established the firm 
of Morton & Grinnell, which was replaced 
in 1863 by the banking house of Morton, 
Bliss & Co. in New-York, and Morton, Rose 
& Co, in London, The latter were the fiscal 
agents. of the United States Government 
from 1873 to 1884. He was a member of 
the syndicate that funded the United

and mustache. ‘His features and manner in- 
dicate determination and strength of pur- 
pose. He is a lawyer by profession and a 
State Senator from choice. 

He was born at Clyde, N. Y., July 25, 
1846. When preparing to enter Union Col- 
lege, and when only fifteen years of age—in 
1861--he joined the Nineteenth Regiment, 
New-York Volunteers, and went to the war. 
He went as a private and retired with the 
rank of Major. He served chiefly in the 
Gulf States, being with Banks in the Red 
River expedition and at Port Hudson. He 
was in the war from November, 1861, until 
February, 1866, and yet when he was dis- 
charged from the army he was not twenty 
years old, 

He returned to his native village, studied 
law, and was admitted to the bar. From 
1873 until 1886 he held various local offices, 
from Justice of the Peace to Village Presi- 
dent. In 1886 he was elected to the State 
Assembly, and in the session of 1887 he took 
a prominent part and made his abilities 
known. He was re-elected for the year 1888 
and was given a prominent place on the 
Judiciary Committee, 

During his term he took charge of the 
Ballot-Reform bill in the Assembly, and had 
it passed, both there and in the Senate. 
Gov. Hill vetoed the bill, but Mr. Saxton 
continued his fight, and, being re-elected, 
had it passed again, only to meet with an- 
other veto. The following Fall he was 
elected to the State Senate, and again 
passed a bill giving relief trom the old-fash- 
ioned methods, and, it navies been made to 
conform to some of Gov. Hill's ideas, it be- 
came a law. Since then he has been con- 
tinuously a member of the State Senate, and 
has earned, with his party, a high reputa- 
a for honesty of purpose and statesman- 
ship. 

He has taken a leading part in all legis- 
lation since his first election; has worked

States national debt and disposed of its 
bonds. His London house was intrusted 
with the payment of the Alabama claims 
end Halifax fisheries awards, amounting, 
tcgether, to $21,000,000. 

In 1876 Mr. Morton was nominated for 
Congress in the Eleventh District of New- 
York, but was not elected. In 1878 he was 
nominated again in the same district, and 
was elected by a majority which exceeded 
the vote for his oppenent. Then he was 
appointed Honorary Commissioner to the 
Paris Exposition Universelle. 

In 1880 he was re-elected to Congress. He 
had received the ofter of nomination for 
Vice President from the Chicago Convention 
of the Republican Party, but he declined. 
President Garfield offered to him the choice 
of two offices—Secretary of the Navy and 
Minister to France. He chose the latter 
Office, and filled it with signal credit from 
1881 to 1885. Through his intercession the 
harsh measures which restricted the impor- 


tation of American pork in France were re- 
moved, and American corporations obtained 
@ status in French law. 

He was American Commissioner General 
to the Paris Exposition Universelle de 
l’'Electricité and the representative of the 
United States at the Submarine Cable Con- 
vention. The degree of LL. D. was con- 
ferred upon. him by Dartmouth in 1881 and 
by Middlebury in 1882. He was a candidate 
for Senator in 1885, but was defeated by 
William M. Evarts after a long contest in 
the Legislature. He was a candidate for 
Senator again in 1887, and was again de- 
feated, this time by Frank Hiscock. 

He was nominated for Vice President at 
the Republican Convention which nominat- 
ed Harrison for President at Chicago, June 
25, 1888. His residence at Washington dur- 
ing the four years of the Harrison Admin- 
istration was marked by the magnificence 
of his receptions, which had given to him 
European celebrity. as a host when he was 
Minister of the United States at Paris. 

Mr. Morton was not renominated for the 
Vice Presidency in 1892, but he said that he 
would have declined a renomination if it 
had been offered. He gave a dinner to Vice 
President Stevenson on the latter’s arrival 
in Washington, which was a model of 

acefulness. Then he went to his farm, 

llerslie, formerly belonging to William 
Kelly, at Rhinebeck, on the Hudson River, 
and transformed by him into an admirable 
estate of a thousand acres, containing a 

alace; a dairy of a hundred Guernseys, 
Pralian gardens, and parks of elms and ma- 

les. 
P The new Governor is amiable, tall, well 
built, with’ an expression of merriment in 
his light-blue eyes. He likes allusions to 
the poverty of his youth in comparison with 
the wealth of his old age. He emphasizes 
it himself in contrasting his great build- 
ing, the Shoreham, at Washington, with 
the frame house at Shoreham wherein he 
Was born. . 

mie has been a. member of the Union 
Meague Club since 1863; one of the most 
generous contributors to the Republican 
campaign funds; a follower without dispute 
of the expressions of Republican policy, 
and active in its service in spite of its 

ravest errors. His integrity is illustrated 

n several anecdotes of his business career. 
He paid, personally, debts of his earlier 

ears, which were debts of firms in which 
S had an interest as associate, and which 
had been compromised or were outlawed. 

In 1879, when Congress placed the United 
States vessel Constellation at the disposi- 
tion of those who wished to send relief to 
the famine-stricken people in Ireland, he 

aid for one-quarter of the ship’s cargo. 

n the Summer of 1880, when the Rockaway 
Beach Improvement Company_had failed, 
giving, instead of wages to its 500 working- 
men, certificates of indebtedness, which 
were valueless, Mr. Morton's banking house 
united with that of Drexel, Morgan & Co. 
to redeem the certificates without discount. 

After the expiration of his term of office 
gs Vice President, he went to Europe. in 
A st, 1898. He suffered from an injury 
to his foot, and was supposed to be in ill 
health. While in London iast March he had 
an operation performed on his foot, and re- 
‘turned to New-York apparently in good 
health early in. September. 

Soon after his return home he came out 
in a letter in which he practically an- 
mounced himself as a candidate for Gov- 
ernor. Thomas C. Platt, the unhonored boss 
of the Republican Party, declared that there 
was a “popular demand’”’ for the nomina- 
tion of Mr Morton, and succeeded in nomi- 
nating him on the first ballot at the Re- 

ublican Convention in Saratoga on Sept. 

8. The total opposition to Morton aggre- 
gated 19914 votes out of 732 votes cast, the 

g votes being distributed as follows:

CHARLES T. SAXTON’S CAREER. 


Long Political Experience of the New 
Lieutemant Governor. 


Charles T. Saxton, known throughout the 
country as the author of the ballot-reform 
law, is a tall, handsomely-built man of mil- 

appearance, with silvery-gray hair 


arduously for high-license bills, and was 
largely instrumental in passing the electric- 
execution law and other bills of much im- 
portance to the State at large and its va- 
rious industries. He was Chancellor of 
Union College during 1891, and delivered the 
“Chancellor’s Oration” to the class of ’91 
on June 24 of that year, and, among_others, 
had the degree of LL.

He is a man of a genial, friendly dis- 
position, and one who has made more 
friends than enemies during his political 
course. 

He was only nominated to the office which 
he was yesterday elected after a bitter 
fight. His chief opponent was Congressman 
James 8. Wadsworth. 


JUDGE ALBERT HAIGHT. 


Incidents in the Career of the Man 
Elected to the Court of Appeals. 


Albert Haight of Buffalo, the new Judge 
of the Court of Appeals, was born in Erie 
County in 1842, and was educated in the 
public schools and Springfield Academy. He 
studied law, and was admitted to practice 
in Buffalo. In 1872 he was elected County 
Judge of Erie County. Before his term ex- 
pired he was elected Judge of the Eighth 
Judicial District, comprising the eight coun- 
ties of Western New-York. 

Less than five years after his election, he 
was named by the Governor as one of the 
General Term Judges of the Fourth Ju- 
dicial Department, which position he held 
in that and the new Fifth Judicial De- 
partment for several years. In 1888, when 
the second division of the Court of Appeals 
was organized, he was selected by Gov. Hill 
as one of the Judges of that court. 

Judge Haight was severely criticised on 
account of a decision he rendered in a case 
in which the Standard Oil Company was 
practically charged with an attempt to ruin 
a rival corporation. Following this decision, 
the Standard Oil Company was active, 
through its attorneys and Albany agent, 
John H. Camp, in effecting the nomination 
of Judge Haight for election to the Court 
of Appeals in 1888. Judge Haight sat at 
Oyer and Terminer at Buffalo in May, 1887; 
at the trial of the Everests of the Vacuum 
Oil Company of Rochester, a company de- 
pendent upon the Standard, for conspiracy 
to ruin business and destroy the proper- 
ty of the Lubricating Oil Company, Lim- 
ited, of Buffalo, a competitor of the Stand- 
ard Company. 

The indicted persons were Hiram B. Ev- 
erest, Charles M. Everest, Henry H. Rog- 
ers, John D. Archbold, and Ambrose Mc- 
Gregor, all interested in the Standard and 
Rochester companies. 

The evidence showed that the Everests 
had corrupted Albert A. Miller, an employe 
of the Buffalo company, and had induced 


him to blow up the works of the company. 

When the prosecution rested, Judge 
Haight, on motion, promptly directed the 
jury to acquit Archbold ogers, and Mc- 
Gregor, the Standard Gil members of those 
indicted for gonspiracy, This relieved the 
Standard Oil Company from any apparent 
connection with the case. 

Against the others a verdict of guilty was 
found, which was affirmed on a 1 by the 
General Term, and Judge Ha sentenced 
them to pay a fine of $ 

Judge Haight was severely 


directing the ar. to acquit John D. Arch- 
bold, Henry H. Rogers, and Ambrose Mc- 
Gregor on the ground that he should have 
let the question of their liability go to the 
jury. When their acquittal was. directed, 
District Attorney Quinby rans to his 
feet and exclaimed, sarcastically: ‘‘ The 
court had better order the discharge of the 
rest of the defendants and indict the Dis- 
trict Attorney.” 

In charging the jury, Judge Haight passed 
over the broad charge of conspiracy to 
ruin the Buffalo company, and said that the 
alleged attempt to blow up the works was 
“the chief inquiry in the case.” 

Much indignation was the result of this 
action, and columns of scathing editorials 
were printed blaming Judge Haight. 

The Buffalo Express, a Republican news- 
paper, made the following comment upon 
the sentence: ‘ Fining the Everests $250 
each for yaing to injure trade and com- 
merce by blowing up the Buffalo Lubricat- 
ing Oil Works, and meting out to them no 
other punishment, is equivalent to deciding 
that wealth may securely indulge in that 
expensive sort of amusement as a mere pas- 
time. What conspirator in restraint of 
trade is afraid of a two-hundred-and-fifty 
dollar fine?” 

‘The a reason Judge Haight ever offered 
for his leniency was that some twenty 
prominent citizens of Buffalo signed a 
petition, praying for mercy for the Roch- 
ester criminals. Twenty thousand signa-

tures could easily have been secured for a 
demand that the severest punishment be in- 
flicted on the persons convicted of so hein- 
out a crime. 

On ra 1, 1889, they paid the aggregate 
fine of 1,500, which, according to Judge 
Haight, was to satisfy justice and an out- 
raged community. 

The Everests were indicted in 1886, tried 
in 1887, sentenced in 1888, and paid their 
fine in 1889. Previous to their sentence, the 
Buffalo Lubricating Oil Company had gone 
into a receiver’s hands. The Standard Oil 
Company proposed to buy the plant of the 
Buffalo company, and pay $17,000 for this 
and the settlement of all claims against it, 
(the Standard Oil Company,) and suits 
against it for damages, 

One of the suits was for $250,000, ana was 
ready for trial, and in another a verdict 
for $200,000 had been obtained. 

Upon an application by the receiver to 
Judge Haight for instructions, he directed 
him to accept the $17,000 offered py the 
Standard Oil Company in full settlement for 
allclaims of the defunct corporation against 
them, although the Standdrd interests had 
previously offered about $200,000 for the 
withdrawal of these suits. In this offer, the 
Standard wished it made a condition that 
the criminal action should also be dropped. 

Judge seen sald that the defendants in 
the criminal suit should not be punished 
twice, once in the criminal courts and again 
in the civil courts. He had inflicted a 
fine of $250 on each of the men found 
guilty. 

At a meeting of the State Committee of 
the Legislative Reform Party, held in this 
city Oct. 81, 1889, a resolution was passed 
censuring Judge Haight for refusing the 
merchants of New-York a mandamus to 
compel the railroad companies to perform 
their duties to the public while the freight 
handlers’ strike was on in 1882, when they 
violated the law an@ justiee, as was shown 
by a decision in favor of the people by a 
higher court, and thus enabled the corpora- 
tions to crush the freight handlers and deny 
their just demands. 

Also, a resolution calling upon all voters 
to scratch his name, because of his ‘‘ unjust 
bias tn favor of the odious Standard Ofl 
monn” in the trial of the Everests and 
others.”’ 

Judge Haight’s chief opponent for the 
nomination to the Court of Appeals was 
Jesse Johnson of Brooklyn, who polled 2038 
votes, to 390 for Haight. 


NAVIGATION IN THE PACIFIC. 


An Important Pilot Chart Issued by 
the Hydrographic Office, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—A pilot chart of 
the North Pacific Ocean was issued from 
the Hydrographic Office to-day. This pub- 
lication was authorized by the last session 
of Congress, and is intended to aid West- 
ern mariners as those of the East are as- 
sisted by the North Atlantic chart. The 
latter publication has reached a high state 
of. perfection through the co-operation of 
8,000 observers. 4 

On the Pacific coast a good beginning has 
been made. In the great’ stretch of 4,500 
miles between San Francisco and Yokoha- 
ma every obtainable bit of information in- 
teresting to navigators is given’ with ex- 
ceeding nicety of detail. r instance, a 
single floating log, indicated about 500 miles 
north of the Hawaiian Islands, is located 
from a report made by a passing vessel 
dated in September. A dangerous derelict 
is shown off the Japanese coast, and a num- 
ber of menaces to navigation appear near 
the California coast. A large raft containing 
10,000 piles, each averaging 50 feet in length 
and 14 inches in diameter, which was be- 
ing towed from Stella, hington, to San 
Francisco, began ore up in a gale, and 
was finally abandoned Oct. 16. According 
to late reports it had a stron 
drift, and it will probably reac 
shore of Vancouver Island.

Fatal Explosion in a School. 

FORT WAYNE, Ind., Nov. 6.—There was 
a panic this morning at Westminster Fe- 
male Seminary. During the breakfast hour, 
while the dining room was filled with stu- 
dents, a terrific explosion occurred immedi- 
ately beneath. The building shook, and a 
report like a thunderclap rent the air. The 
girls rushed pell-mell into the streets, and 
flames burst out in all directions. The Fire 
Department was summoned, and the janitor 
rushed into the basement. Misses Clara 
Diebold of Fort Wayne, Edith Masters of Au- 
burn, Ind., and Lillie Anders of Lagro, Ind., 
were found there enveloped in flames. Their 
shrieks of agony were horrible. The fire in 
the building smothered out as quickly as it 
came. The victims of the explosion were 
hurried to St. Joseph’s Hospital. Misses 
Diebold and Masters are pecbashy fatall 
burned. One of the girls lighted a match 
in the closet, which was filled with gas, 
and an explosion resulted. Natural-gas

Killed for Knowing Too Much. 

TACOMA, Washington, Nov. 6.—The life- 
less body of Matthew A, Bartlett, a well- 
known young man, was found on the side- 
walk by a newsboy about daylight this 
morning. His right ear was bruised and his 
nose was bloody, but he bore no other marks 
of. violence, though papers from his body 
were scattered about. His watch was un- 
touched, The theory is generally advanced 
that Bartlett was murdered for knowing too 
much about the mysterious death of Joseph 
Shadle, accountant at the Steilacoom Asy- 
lum, last month. It was alleged then that 
Shadle was poisoned, though a subsequent 
investigation seemingly refuted the claim. 
At that time Bartlett was an attendant at 
the asylum, remaining unt! last September. 
Several nights of last week he was followed 
by two men, 
to friends, he skid that it was because he 
knew too much about the Shadle case. He 
bought a revolver and. was much worried 
about the matter. Subsequently the two 
mysterious men attempted to hold him up, 
but he evaded them. :

ROBBED OF THEIR FRANCHISE 


VOTERS DEPRIVED OF THE RIGHT 
TO DEPOSIT THEIR BALLOTS. 


Methods Resorted to in Some Election 
Districts, Notably the Tenth of the 
Twenty-third Assembly District, to 
Prevent a Full Poll—Material for 
Investigation by the Lexow Com- 

mittee and the Grand Jury—Law 
Violated by Tammany Heelers. 
Several hundred voters were disfranchised 


in the up-town districts, notably in the 
Twenty-third Assembly District. In some 


cases the voter disregarded the’ advice to. 


vote early, and on going to the polls ne- 
glected to properly inform himself of the 
progress of the voting, and, seeing a long 
line, went away to return and discover that 
at the tail of a hundred or more he had no 
chance to reach the ballot clerks before the 
close of the polls, 

In other instances either the election offi- 
cers were miserably slow or grossly ineffi- 
cient or the quarters approved by the Board 
of Police were inadequate. In some cases 
the election law was violated with impu- 
nity in the presence of the policemen on 
duty, and despite open protests. 

At no polling place was there such gross 
stupidity and utter inefficiency on the part 
of the Board of Inspectors, such flagrant 
violations of law by Tammany heelers, and 
such abundant material furnished for in- 
vestigation by the Grand Jury and the 
Lexow committee as in the Tenth Election 
District of the Twenty-third Assembly Dis- 
trict. The voters were registered at 581 Co- 
lumbus Avenue, but the polling place was 
changed to 594 Columbus Avenue, a roomy 
store with every facility. 

Gen. Rodenbough, Chief of the Bureau of 
Elections, did his full duty by this polling 
place, as he equipped it with eleven polling 
booths, and the arrangements were other- 
wise good. 

But while at 11 A. M., at the polling 
place of the Twelfth Election District of the 
Nineteenth Assembly District—a barber 
shop—180 out of 360 votes were polled, in 
the Tenth Election District of the Twenty- 
third Assembly District, with nearly double 
the number of booths, only 243 votes out of 
587 registrations were polled at 2 P. M. 

There appeared to be a concerted plot by 
Tammany Hall adherents to block the vot- 
ing by furnishing men who would stay in 
the booths five times longer than was 
necessary, and by outrageous electioneer- 


ing and obstructive and ruffianly conduct at 
the door of the polling place. 

Prominent about the place were Isaac 
Fromme and Thomas O’Rourke. The men 
who were engaged to delay the voting 
were said to have received their instruc- 
tions in James Carney’s saloon, 601 Colum- 
bus Avenue. Fromme and O’Rourke had 
allies, and their electioneering was bare- 
faced. They appeared to have a tally on 
those in line, and managed to get those 
they selected into the polling place. In one 
case, a Republican left the line to challenge 
a vote. In an instant a Tammany voter had 
his place, and the Republican was hustled 
out and had the alternative of losing his 
vote or going to the tail of the line. In 
another case, an anti-Tammany voter was 
hauled out of line on a flimsy pretext 
and in ejecting him a heeler nearly gouged 
his eye out. At 2 o’clock ninety voters 
were in line, trying to reach the ballot 
clerks, and it was evident that at least 115 
voters would be disfranchised. 

Voting was slow at 707 Columbus Avenue, 
the polling place of the Fourteenth BDlection 
District of the Twenty-third Assembly Dis- 
trict because the place was too small. There 
were nine booths there and at 2:12 o’clock 
256 persons had voted on a registration of 
417, and there were forty-five persons in 
line. ‘ . 

“At 628 Columbus Avenue, the voting place 

for the Twelfth Election * District. of .the 
Twenty-third Assembly District, there were 
ten booths and 260 voters on a registration 
of 485, and 110 voters in line at 2:10 o’clock. 
This, too, was so small a place as to be 
unfit for election purposes, 

In the Fourth Election District of the 
Twenty-third Assembly District, complaint 
was made that two of the Inspectors were 
consuming uwnneccessary time in receiving 
the vote, and that they were either incom- 
petent or were purposely delaying the pro- 
ceedings. These Inspectors were removed 
and others were appointed in their places. 
The vote of President Martin was the first 
one received at the Fourth Biection District 
of the Twenty-first Assembly District. The 
olling place was at 718 Seventh Avenue. 

hen Mr. Martin arrived there at 6:10 
o’clock the Inspectors were still busy arrang- 
ing the election paraphernalia and the Com- 
missioner was compelled to assist them. He 
said the place was entirely too small and 
the voting booths were set up outside the 
guardrail which was in violation of the pro- 
visions of the law. It was too late then to 
remedy the trouble. i 

The experience of a reporter for The New- 
York Times well illustrates the methods 
adopted in the Tenth Election District of 
the Twenty-third Assembly District. He 
reached his polling place, a little picture 
store on the west side of Columbus Ave- 
nue, between Highty-eighth and Ejighty- 
ninth Streets, about 9:30 A. M. The line of 
waiting voters then reached from the doors 
of the polling place some one hundred and 
twenty feet to the corner of Highty-ninth 
Street, and, as it curved in and out in sev- 
eral places, it probably contained 150 men. 
It was 11:30 before the voter reached the 
head of the line. Then he was able to solve 
the problem of delay. ; 

Men of the right kind—that is, who were 
approved by the policeman on duty and 
the Tammany Captain, were not forced to 
take a place at the end of the line, but 
were allowed to crowd into it near the 
head. The first man the reporter saw do 
this was one Carney, who keeps a saloon on 
the northeast corner of Elghty-ninth Street 
and Columbus Avenue. As Carney used 
some skill in winning his position, stand- 
ing for some time talking to one of his 
friends, and so gradually working his way 
in between that friend and the repopnter, 
nobody made any objection. Of course the 
men out on the corner didn’t see it. 

Mr. Carney proved to be an effective en- 
tering wedge. A minute later a fellow with 
a hang-dog face, and the garments char- 
acteristic of the saloon-loafer, was in front 
of Mr. Carney. Some objection was made 
to this, but. it calmed down when the genial 
Carney ‘ suavely explained that the man 
was ‘“‘ working’”’ for him, and in a hurry to 
get back to his labors. 

Before the reporter reached the ballot 
clerks this process had been repeated six 
or seven times. A yous man named 
Haynes, standing just in front of the re- 
porter, made vigorous but wholly inef- 
fective objection as this colonization of the 
line went on. First, he called to the police- 
man on duty and told him the exact facts. 
The officer listened and walked calmly 
away. Next the Republican Captain of the 
district was summoned. His name is Car- 
mody. He bustled up, heard the story, 
looked the interlopers over, exchanged 
corm with the genial Carney, and then 
e, too, walked calmly away, fust as the 
policeman had done. 

Within the polling place things went fair- 
ly well. The ballot clerks were apparently 
well-intentioned. Their methods of giving 
out ballots were calculated to use up as 
much time as possible, but this seemed to 
be due to their youth and lack of intelli- 
gence. With 200 men waiting outside, half 
the booths were empty half the time, and 
half the time there was nobody ready with 
his ballots after one man had voted. 


MAY PROSECUTE J. C. SHEEHAN, 


Amendment Ballots Not Given Out, 
Following His Orders, 


There was trouble in some of the election 
districts in the Thirteenth Assembly Dis- 
trict yesterday which was the result of or- 
ders given by Police Commissioner John C. 
Sheehan. 

Prominent members of the Committee of 
Seventy gave it their attention, called on 
Mr. Sheehan, told him he had committed 
an indictable offense, and he rescinded the 
order. : 

The Committee of Seventy at once went 
on a hunt for evidence, and will to-day con- 
sider if action should not be brought against 
the Commissioner and those who followed 
his directions. 

Some of the Captains early in the fore- 
noon, acting under the direction of Fred 
8. Gibbs, the Republican district leader, 


ascertained that ballots on the constitu- 
tional améndments were not delivered to 
voters by the ballot clerks. They reported 
to Mr. bs. He went to the voting 


of the Twenty-fifth Election District of this 
Assembly District. He found the facts as 
stated, and asked the ballot clerks why they 
did not give out a full set of ballots. They 
said they had directions from Police Com- 
missioner Sheehan not te give such ballots 
unless the voters asked for them. 

Mr. Gibbs asked the policeman stationed 
there to order the polls closed. Some con- 
fusion followed, but the voting went on. 
Gibbs reported the matter to the headquar- 
ters of the Committee of Seventy. 

Chairman Larocque, Charles C. Beaman, 
and Henry R. Beekman at once went to in- 
vestigate. The ballot clerks told them they 
were acting under Mr. Sheehan's orders, 
and, cs he was a Police Commissioner, they 
supposed he was speaking with authority. 

Chairman Larocque, Mr. Beaman, and 
Mr. Beekman drove to the Pequod Club, 
ners Commissioner Sheehan was spending 

e day. 

“You have comniitted a felony, which is 
ca by imprisonment,” said the mem- 

ers of the Committee of Seventy. ‘“ The 
clerks who have acted under your directions 
are open to indictment. The fact that you 
are a Police Commissioner makes your of- 
fense the worse.”’ 

“I was acting under the advice of my 
Law Committee,” replied the Commissioner. 

‘‘Tf the order is not rescinded immediate- 
ly we will proceed at once to take action,” 
said the men from the Seventy. 

Mr. Sheehan did not fancy their deter- 
mined position, and he rescinded his order. 

The action of Commissioner Sheehan was 
discussed by members of the Committee of 
Seventy in the afternoon, and it was deter- 
mined to examine the case carefully, and, 
if the facts warranted it, submit the case 
to the Grand Jury. 

“The action of ballot clerks in not giving 
out complete sets of ballots is clearly a 
violation of the law,” said Mr. Beaman. 
“If the voter were at liberty to ask for 
and receive only such ballots as he desired 
to vote, the whole spirit of the secret bal- 
lot law would be violated. A voter might, 
with the same right, ask simply for a 
ballot containing the names of Republican 
or Democratic candidates.”

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GERMAN AGRARIANS AROUSED. 


They Demand a Protest Against the 
United States Sugar Tax. 


BERLIN, Nov. 6.—Chancellor von Hohen- 
lohe-Schillingfurst is being inundated with 
petitions from Agrarian societies. Since the 
petition of the Agrarian League was pre- 
sented to him the Chancellor has received 


demands from the East Prussian Central 
League and the German Agricultural Coun- 
cil that the Government require the United 
States to treat Germany upon a footing of 
equality. 

These sociéties request in addition that a 
protest be made against the imposition by 
the United States of a sugar tax, and that 
repressive measures be adopted in the form 
of a general prohibition of importation of 
corn, grain, meat, and cattle; and, further, 
that the premium on home sugar be in- 
creased and a measure for a tax on sacchar- 
ine products be introduced. 


Mexico and Guatemala. 


ST. LOUIS, Nov. 6.—A special to The 
Globe-Democrat from Oaxaca, Mexico, says 
that an official telegram was received there 
yesterday stating that Emilio Leon, the 


special envoy whom the Guatemalan Govy- 
ernment will send to this country for the 
purpose of treating with the Mexican Gov- 
ernment in regard to the difficulties be- 
tween the two nations that are now threat- 
ening war, will leave for the Mexican cap- 
ital on the 13th of this month. The people 
of the States of Oaxaca and Chiapas, Mex- 
ico, are anxious for war between Mexico 
and Guatemala to begin. Volunteer militia 
organizations are being formed throughout 
these States, in anticipation of the impend- 
ing war. The Jefe Politico-and thecommand- 
er of the Guatemalan troops of the town of 
Retalhulen, on the Mexican frontier, are or- 
ganizing and drilling troops. In Quetzlen- 
tango and Gautemala City the prices of 
food stuffs have risen suddenly.

Eleeted Mayor of New-York City on the Reform Ticket. 


William L. Strong, elected Mayor upon 
the anti-Tammany ticket, Is a man whose 
past life is an earnest of what may be ex- 
pected from him in the future as the Mayor 
of this city.

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VESSELS BESET WITH STORMS 


ROUGH VOYAGE OF THE STEAM- 
SHIP AMSTERDAM. 


At She 
Storm So Severe that Passengers 
Could Not Be Embarked—Forced 


to Head for the Open Sea—Turned 


Boulogne Encountered «@ 


from Her Course by a Second Storm 
—Bad Weather Reported by Other 
Vessels, 


Some of the seafaring folk who reached 
this port yesterday had much to add to the 
literature of the sea’s inhumanity to sea- 
men. 

The path of the westward-vound ships 
has been beset with storms, and many of 
the arrivals had very exciting experiences. 

Capt. Stenger of the Netherlands Ameri- 
can steamship Amsterdam says that his 
vessel encountered a heavy southwest gale 
on the day of departure from Rotterdam. 
Storm and ship journeyed through tha 
English Channel in company, and wind and 
sea were so high when the vessel reached 
Boulogne that it was.found impossible te 
embark a number of passengers who were 
awaiting the vessel’s arrival at that point 
For four hours the ship tossed in the offing. 
the’ Captain hoping that the gale would 
moderate, but as it showed no disposition ta 
do so, the vessel was headed to the open 
sea. 

The ship began to pitch heavily in the 
waves which rolled out of the westward 
with the whole of the Atlantic behind them. 
The gale seemed to gather strength as the 
ship drew away from land, and it was as 
much as her powerful engines could do to 
keep her headed to the seas. Shortly after 
noon her bow was flung high by a great 
wave, and then the underrunning surge 
caused the bow to chop down so quickly 
that the whole forward end of the vessel 
was engulfed by the next sea. First Officer 
Metz and three sailors, who were engaged 
in some work on the forecastle, were caught 
in the flood and hurled violently against 
the iron breakwater. All four were badly 
injured. One of the men was still in hos- 
pital when the ship arrived here yesterday. 

The gale finally blew itself out, only to 
be succeeded by another of greater violence. 
The second one, which was met a week ago 
Tuesday morning, developed into a cyclcne, 
and the ship was diverged from her course 
in order to avoid the storm centre. The 
wind came first from south-southeast, and 
backed rapidly to north-northwest. The 
swift changes in direction of the cyclonic 
blast had the result of raising a frightful 
cross sea. The ship was hove to under steam, 
but as the seas had been converted into 
chopping pyramids, that md4noeuvre did not 
help the laboring vessel. Thickly flying 
scud hid all objects, and waves constantly 
beat over the decks. 

The Amsterdamisastanchly-built ship, but 
she needed all her buoyancy to weather that 
storm, her Captain declares. She managed 
to come through it intact, but her troubles 
were far from over. There was another 
storm in wait, and that she encountered 


Monday night. Capt. Stender says that it 
was the most furious outfly that he had 
ever experienced. The Amsterdam, he says, 
was thrown almost on her beam ends by 
the weight of the storm. During its height 
those dancing tips of light which sailors call 
St. Elmo’s fire illuminated the reeling spars 
with their weird radiance. The electrical 
display lastea tor fifteen minutes. 

The British steamship Sicilia, from “the 
Mediterranean and the Azores, came into 
port with one of her starboard bew plates 
cracked as a result of. some of the savage 
blows dealt wy the seas. ¥ 

The steamship Fort William, from Wes 
Indian ports, had a trying experience dur- 
ing her trip, and the officers of the Mo- 
hawk also had something to say about the 
weather which was anything but compli- 
yr 

The ulda, from Genoa, had moderate 
weather during the greater part of the voy- 
age, but met a hurricane when nearing 
port. It retarded her arrival considerably, 
but did no damage to the vessel. 


Schooner Messenger on the Rocks. 

GREENPORT, L. IL, Nov. 6.—The large 
three-masted schooner Messenger, Capt. 
Charles Peters, loaded with lumber, is on 
the rocks in Long Island Sound., opposite 
Peconic. 

The Messenger left Pensacola, Fla., fife 
teen days ago, bound for Boston. She ex- 
pected to put into New-London last night, 
but was caught in the northwest hurricane 


and driven on the rocks. Her Captain says 
she is in danger of breaking up. 

The crew of nine men succeeded in reach- 
ing the shore. The men are now quartered 
in a small house, which they have hired, as 
it is not safe to return to the schooner. 
The Messenger is 344 tons burden, was 
built in Bath, Me., in 1881, and is owned by 
D. D. Kelley & Son. She is 132.1 feet long, 
31.5 feet broad, and 10.3 feet in depth. 


Wrecked Near Eaton Neck Light. 

NORTHPORT, L. I., Nov. 6.—During the 
severe blow last night the large schooner 
Samuel Washburn, Capt. O. Matteson, 
bound from Taunton, Mass., where she is 
owned, to New-York, was driven ashore 
just west of Eaton’s Neck Light. She is 


rapidly going to pieces. The crew was 
rescued and is being cared for at the Hfe- 
saving station. 

A schooner of 200 tons burden is at an- 
chor a mile and a half from shore with her 
sails and main boom gone. 

The Northport harbor sloop Idlewild from 
South Norwalk, Capt. William Bell, was 
ashore last nignt in a bad position.

Superintendent Byrnes was prepared yes- 
terday to compel obedience of his orders 
for a peaceful and honest election, but force 
was unnecessary. Harmony and order were 
every where, 

The Superintendent and Inspectors Will- 
jams and McAvoy were in the white build- 
ing in Mulberry Street shortly after 6 A. 
M.. and remained on duty all day and night. 
The police force detailed to man the polls 
was shifted about from the precincts in 
which they ordinarily performed duty to 
precinets in which they were comparative 
strangers, under orders from Superintend- 
ent Byrnes. They reported for duty at 38 
A. M. ‘ 

A force of 150 policemen wes held at Po- 
lice Headquarters during the day ready for 
any emergency, and two patrol wagons 
were kept in front of the building for the 
purpose of conveying policemen to any place 
where their services were required. 

In so peaceful a manner was the election 
conducted that no call for assistance was 
received from any quarter. Superintendent 
Byrnes was delighted at the peace and 
quietness that prevailed, notwithstanding 
the exciting nature of the election, and he 
paid yesterday afternoon, after the polls had 
closed, that it was certainly the quietest 
election in his long experience. 

Numerous complaints were received dur- 
ing the day—chiefly from members of the 
Good Government Clubs—that their watch- 
ers were being interfered with by the po- 
lice and others at the polling places. In 
every instance these compiaints were in- 
vestigated, and when they were ascertained 
to be well-founded, the remedy was applied 
and the trouble straightened out. 

The voting in the early hours of the day 
proceeded very slowly, particularly in the 
districts where a large vote was regis- 
tered, and Superintendent Byrnes said at 
noon that he feared not more than two- 
thirds of the registered vote would be 


polled. The delay was eaused, in many 
cases, by the stupidity or incompetence of 
the Inspectors, but there was also great de- 
jay owing to the multiplicity of the ballots, 
and much trouble was experienced in get- 
ting the voters to fold them properly. 

The Police Commissioners were at Head- 
quarters early in the morning for the pur- 
pose of filling vacancies among the election 
officers. Nearly fifty vacancies were re- 
ported, chiefly owing to the failure of the 
election officers to report for duty prox \pt- 
ly, and these vacancies were immediately 
filled. j 

Many complaints were received about the 
small number af voting booths in some of 
the polling places where an unexpectedly 
large number of voters had registered. The 
attention of President Martin and Commis- 
pioner Kerwin was called to this matter, and 
they sent additional booths to those dis- 
tricts until the reserve supply at Police 
Headquarters was exhausted. Complaints 
that the registered vote could not be polled 
continued to come in, accompanied by ap- 
peals for more booths, but the latter could 
mot be supplied. The law requires at least 
one booth for every fifty voters registered, 
and President Martin said it had been fully 
complied with in every instance.

Wise precaution and saved themselves there- 
by much trouble at the polls. They could 
then put aside all the other ballots for can- 
didates, make their selections from the bal- 
lots on the Constitution, rapid transit, and 
consolidation, fold their separate bunches 
and vote. For those thus prepared, ten 
minutes was ample time in the booths. 

Voters who let the multiplicity of ballots 
confuse them, or whose understanding was 
not alert, or whose patience could easily be 
exhausted, had no end of annoyanee with 
the ballots. The constitutional amendments 
and other questions were so puzzling in 
many of the districts that voters passed 
back the ballots untouched or voted only 
one or two of them. 

William L, Strong was one of the early 
voters. When he appeared at the polls at 
7:30 o’clock, his neighbors eheered him. 
Those in line ahead of him offered to let 
him pass to the front. He insisted on tak- 
ing his turn. While waiting to enter a 
booth he looked over his bunch of ballots 
and remarked: ‘ Since I see that the clerks 
haven’t given me any Grant pasters, I 
suppose I must vote for myself.” 

He voted the straight Republican ticket 
and affirmatively on all the other questions. 

‘“*I voted for the Rapid-Transit bill,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ because, whatever the defects of de- 
tail in the prepress measure may be, it 
seems to me of supreme importance that 
the people of New-York should express 
themselves in favor of improved rapid trans- 
it. If the bill is not satisfactory, it can be 
amended by the Legislature and an affirma- 
tive vote upon it will be a forward step.” 

Ex-Mayor Grant went to the polling place 
of the Sixth Election District of the Twen- 
ty-third Assembly District, between Sev- 
enty-fourth and Seventy-fifth Streets on the 
Boulevard, about 10 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, and found a long line of citizens wait- 
ing for an opportunity to vote. 

The Tammany candidate for Mayor took 
his place in the line, and after a wait of 
about an hour reached the ballot clerk and 
got his ballots. While awaiting his turn 
for a voting booth he quickly folded his sur- 
plus ballots, and when he got into the booth 
it did not take him very long to complete 
his work, 

Then he came out, voted for Hill and him- 
self and all the other Democratie candi- 
dates, and hurried away. 

Mayor Gilroy voted early in the day, and 
late in the afternoon he went to Tammany 
Hall to receive the returns. 

Superintendent Byrnes cast the first vote 
in his election district. He appeared at the 
polls at 5:50 o’clock, when the election 
clerks were trying to warm themselves 
around a eylinder stove before settling 
down to work, and the policemen detailed 
to the place at midnight cracked their 
heels together in the doorway and were ex- 
pressing their opinions freely about his ac- 
tion in sending them out of their accus- 
tomed precincts.

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The Old Story of the Accidental 
Shooting of a Friend. 


From The Camden (N. J.) Courier, Nov. 5. 

Joseph Praeder, twenty-seven years old, 
a huckster, living at 117 Christian Street, 
Philadelphia, was fatally injured yesterday 
afternoon on the beach, Gloucester City, by 
the accidental discharge of a vifle in the 
hands of his friend, James McCauley, a 
longshoreman, of 8 Christian Street. 

Praeder and McCauley and a man named 
Hennessey went to the beach ahout noon 
yesterday. They stopped at Edward Shin- 
dle’s shooting gallery, near the Buena Vista 
Hotel. Praeder, who is a good shot, fired 
three times at the target with a repeaiing 
rifle, and then handed it to McCauiey, who 
fired a like number, but failed to make as 
good a score as the former. Holding the 
rifle in both hands, he said: ‘Joe, it must 
be a nice thing to know how to shoot well.” 
Hardly had the words been uttered when 
the rifle was discharged and the bullet en- 
tered Praeder’s stomach. 

McCauley assisted in removing his wound- 
ed companion to the Cooper Hospital, end 
then surrendered himself to the Camden 


police and was locked up in the City Hall. 

An examination of Praeder’s injuries 
showed that the bullet had entered his ab- 
domen and pierced his intestines in fuour 
places. The ball was of 22 calibre. An 
operation was performed at the Cooper Hos- 
pital, but the surgeons say there is very 
little hope of Praeder’s recovery. Coroner 
Ross took his ante-mortem statement, 
which corroborated the story told by Mc- 
Cauley as above.

MONTCLAIR, N. J., Nov. 6.--The cycling 
enthusiasts of this pretty suburban town had 
a field day yesterday, with the road races 
promoted by the Montclair wheelmen and 
the ‘‘ smoker’ which followed. The weather 
Was decidedly chilly, but that made little or 
no difference, for fully a thousand people 
gathered about the finish line at the foot of 
Van Vleck Street in the Valley Road. 

The strong wind which swept across the 
eountry from early morning dried out the 
eourse wonderfully, so that at 10:15 o’clock, 
when the sport began, the road was in the 
best possible condition. The starting point 
in the mile events near the residence 
of Mr. Briick. The Valley Road from this 
point to the finish is a zig-zag course, but 
well adapted to fast cycling, there being no 
sharp turns. The final quarter is straight 
and level, being a fine stretch for a last 
effort. 

A great deal of interest centred about two 
of the races, the mile for novices and the 
five-mile team event between Monclair and 
Bloomfield riders. In the former The New- 
York Times medal was the first prize, and it 
attracted a comparatively large number of 
riders. In the team race Bloomfield scored 
a complete triumph over the local trio. 

Walter Rutan, the popular Captain of the 
Montclair Wheelmen, captured The Times 
trophy in a manner which left no doubt as 
to his superiority over his competitors. Two 
trial heats were necessary before the final 
Was announced. The starters in the first 
were John H Young, Edward Van Cleaf, 
Thomas W. Raper, and L. Harlow Shourds. 

Nothing could be seen of the racers until 
they reached the head of the straight and 
settled down to the real work. Van Cleaf 
was in the lead when they appeared 
sight, with Young second and Raper third. 
Shourds, who has gray hairs but feels 
young as any of the boys, was last, 
coming fast and smiling. 

A hundred yards from the important line 
each rider was trying his best, and the 
spectators were beginning to shout. At 
this point Young shot into the lead as if 
propelled from a catapult. He got an ad- 
vantage of five yards in what seemed to be 
no more than as many seconds, and then, 
apparently content with his posidon, eased 
up and crossed the tape that much winner. 
Raper and Shourds finished very fast, sec- 
ond and third, respectively, outsprinting 
Van Cleaf. There was only about a length 
between them. This was the fastest heat 
of the race, the time being 2:40. 

The four competitors in the second trial 
heat were Walter Rutan, T. C. Hughes, H. 
Z. Kanouse, and Warren W. Chapin. Rutan 
was last when the stretch was reached, but 
the manner in which he cut through his 
field was worthy of a Zimmerman. He rode 
a game race and overhauled his men one by 
ohe until within fifty yards of the finish 
line, when he was half a length in front of 
Hughes. Kanouse was third at this point, 
and all hands were riding hard.

THE OHINESE ARMY THROWN INTO 
A PANIC BY ITS REVERSES. 


Robbing the Natives of Manchuria in 
Its Retreat Before the 
the Mikado—Viceroy Li Hung Chang 
Ordered to Pekin—An Attack Made 
on Port Arthur and All Foreigners 
Removed—Confirmation of the Re- 
port that China Is Ready for Peace. 


Forces of 


LONDON, Nov. 6.—A dispatch to the Cen- 
trai News from Shanghai says the Chinese 
Army has been thrown into a panic by the 
Japanese victories and is still fleeing before 
the Japanese. The Chinese troops in Man- 
ehuria are robbing the natives and com- 
mitting horrible atrocities wherever they 
pass. The Japanese, on the other hand, are 
treating the Chinese well, and are, conse- 
quently, received with open arms by the 
natives, who are furnishing them with sup- 
plies of various kinds. 

Viceroy Li Hung Chang, the dispatch also 
states, has been ordered to Pekin. 

The Pall Mall Gazette publishes a dis- 
patch from Yokohama to a news agency 
here saying that the steamer Sydney had 
been allowed to leave Kobe, where she had 
been detained and searched for articles 
contraband of war. Two Americans who 
Were among her passengers were taken into 
custody, and one Chinaman was also ar- 
rested. 

A dispatch from Kobe to the same agency 
Says the first Japanese army has reached a 
port above Talien-Wan and established com- 
munication with the second army. 

A dispatch from Shanghai to the Cen- 
tral News says that all the foreigners re- 
siding in Port Arthur have arrived at Che- 
Foo, An attack is now being made on Port 
Arthur by the Japanese torpedo boats, and 
it is expected that Talien-Wan will be at- 
tacked during the day. 

The St. James’s Gazette prints a 
dispatch from Tien-Tsin saying that Great 
(Britain has sent an ultimatum to the Vice- 
roy of Pe-Chi-Li demanding the payment 
of indemnity for the seizure and forcible 
removal from the British steamer Chun- 
King some months ago of a number of 
Japanese who were aboard that vessel. The 
ultimatum also demands that Taotai Sheng 
be dismissed and degraded, and that the 
Chun-King be saluted with twenty-one 
euns from the forts at Taku. Should a 
settlement of the affair not be effected 
within a week, the ultimatum declares 
that the British fieet in Chinese waters will 
snake reprisals upon Chinese vessels. 

The Foreign Office, in response to in- 
quiries, confirms the report that the Chi- 
nese Government has requested the powers 
having immediate commercial interests at 
stake to intervene for the purpose of secur- 
ing a settlement of the war with Japan. 

The Exchange Telegraph Company, Lim- 
ited, is authorized to deny the statement 
of Reuter’s Telegram Company printed in 
The St. James’s Gazette, that the British 
Government had sent an ultimatum to the 
Miceroy of Pe-Chi-Li demanding a settle- 
ment of the Chun-King affair. No ulti- 
matum, the Exchange Telegraph Company 
Says, is required, as the Chinese Govern- 
ment has tendered an apology for the out- 
rage, and has agreed to pay the indemnity 
demanded, and that the Chun-King shall be 
galuted by the forts. 

The new Chinese loan is well received on 
the London market. The consensus of opin- 
jon in banking circles is that a much larger 
amount would have been subscribed if it 
had been even a 4 or a 4% per cent. gold 
loan. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6. — Secretary 
Gresham this morning received the follow- 
ing cablegram from Minister Denb at 
Pekin: “Japanese have taken Foo-Choo, 
= _ a of qonstrons. Appronening 

angha wan. wo campaigns against 

Moukden and Tien-Tsin.”’ ” , 
‘ State Department officials were puzzled 
by the dispatch, and think King-Choo, at 
the head of the Gulf of Liastrong, should 
be substituted for Foo-Choo. King-Choo 
is directly west of New-Chang, and is on 
the high road from Moukden to Pekin. 

Army officers, however, who are watch- 
ing the ae a Systematically, adhere to 
the belief that Foo-Choo is correct, as that 
point is on the main high road which en- 
circles the gulf, and is the natural junction 
between the forces that crossed the Yalu 
River from Corea and. the army which 
landed recently from Port Arthur. 

Foo-Choo is north of Port Arthur, a lit- 
tle distance, and an army, after taking Foo- 
Choo, wou!d naturally be “ approaching 
Shanghai Kwan” if Tien-Tsin was its ob- 
jective point. Military intelligence experts, 
however, doubt, from Mr. Denby’s dispatch, 
that in addition to the Moukden campaign 
@ separate one against Tien-Tsin is already 
well advanced, and they are confident that 
about the time Tien-Tsin is invested with 
one Japenese army, the other, having taken 


Moukden, will be on the march toward 
Pekin. 


Shanghai Kwan is the point where the 
great wall reaches the coast, and is a place 
ef considerable strategical importance. 


THE HOVAS WILL RESIST. 


A French War Ship Cruising Along 
the Coast of Madagascar. 


PARIS, Nov. 6.—A Port Louis dispatch, 
Gated to-day, gives advices from Tamatave 
of the 3d inst., saying that M. Le Myre de 
Vilers, the French Special Commissioner to 
Madagascar, accompanied by all the French 
representatives, arrived there on Nov. 2. 

The French war ship Hugon, the dispatch 
also says, is cruising along the coast of 
Madagascar picking up refugees. The Brit- 


ish residents will remain on the island, the 
Hova Government having promised them 
protection. 

LONDON, ‘Nov.’ 6.—A private dispatch 
from Madagascar received in London this 
morning states that the Hova Government 
intends to make a most stubborn resistance 
to any attempt by France to enforce her 
demands. 


FRANCE AND GREAT BRITAIN. 


Sir Charles Dilke on the Relations of 
the Two Powers. 


PARIS, Nov. 6.—The Matin to-day pub- 
lishes an article by. Sir Charles Dilke on 
the relations between Great Britain and 
France, in which the writer asserts that the 
difficulty existing between the two nations 
fwith regard to Newfoundland faces England 
rather than France, but has not at present 
reached an acute stage. 

Sir Charles expresses regret over the war- 
like attitude assumed by the French Gov- 
ernment toward Madagascar, which, ne 
says, will work injury to the most valuable 
experiment ever made in native government 
ae a Christian population under the aus- 
pices of French, English, and American 
teachers. France, Sir Charles believes, 
could have obtained by pacific means all to 
which she was entitled. 


FOUND DEAD IN A CANAL. 


A Troy Coal Dealer Meets a Mysteri- 
ous Death in Scotland. 


GLASGOW, Nov. 6.—A coal dealer of 
Troy, N. Y., named Kirkwood, who recently 
arrived in this city for the purpose of look- 
ing after some property to which he had 
fallen heir, was found dead in the canal 
here this morning. 

TROY, N. Y., Nov. 6.—A cable dispatch 

om Glasgow, Scotland, has been received 

ere saying that James Kirkwood of this 
city was found dead in a canal there this 
morning. Mr. Kirkwood was forty-eight 
years old. He came here from Scotland 
twelve years ago, and had been quite suc- 
cessful as a coal merchant.

One Brother Shoots Another After a 
Bitter and Determined Quarrel.

During the first part of the fight Mrs. Gil- 
bert had her thumb badly bitten while trying 
to separate the infuriated men. After Johu 
realized what he hac done he immediately 
fled. He was ee were captured in an- 
other brother’s house and was taken to 
Cold Spring, where he is now locked up. 
Mrs. Gilbert, when she saw her son lying 
weltering in his blood, threw herself on his 
body and fainted away. In this condition 
she was found by those who were attracted 
to the house by the shot. It‘is said that 
John was badly injured before he fired 
through the doorway, but the authorities 
here think his injuries were the result of 
too much liquor.
